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DIRECT-IN-DIALING 


In March 1962, when the Direct-in-Dialing Centrex Telephone System was 
introduced, approximately 5,000 telephones in Government offices were inter- 
connected and provided 57 Telpack inter-city lines, provided toll free calling 
to various municipalities of the province. 

The growth in Government services has made increasing demands upon 
the telephone system. There are now 12,500 telephones interconnected with the 
Centrex systems and 163 Telpak inter-city lines. 

Direct-in-dialing is the prime feature of the Ontario Government’s “Centrex” 
telephone system. To receive telephone calls directly from outside the “Centrex” 
system, prefix your four-digit extension number with “365”, unless you are 
located in the Downsview area, in which case the prefix is “248”. 

To encourage people to dial your extension directly, give your telephone 
number as, e.g. 365-1234, or, if located in Downsview, 248-1234. Always 
advertise your direct-dialing number on outgoing mail and when in verbal 
contact with business associates.

HOW TO CHANGE DIRECTORY LISTINGS AND 
TELEPHONE INFORMATION SERVICE LISTINGS 


_ Ontario Government employees who are listed in this directory are also 
listed in the Telephone Information Centre. It is important that these listings be 
kept accurate in order to maintain a reasonable level of service. 


Whenever an addition, change or deletion must be made, report it promptly 


to your departmental co-ordinating officer. He will be responsible for liaison 
with the Department of Works. 


HOW TO USE YOUR EXTENSION TELEPHONE 
INTERNAL CALLS: 


(a) Downsview Area 
To another extension in the Downsview Area 
(any number beginning with “3”) 
— listen for dial tone 
— dial listed number 
To another extension outside the Downsview Area 
— listen for dial tone 
— dial “2” 
— dial listed number 
(b) Queen’s Park and Surrounding Area 
To another extension 
— listen for dial tone 
— dial listed number 


LOCAL CALLS: 


To an outside number 
— listen for dial tone 
— dial “9” 
— listen for second dial tone 
— dial full listed number 


INCOMING CALLS: 


Persons calling you from outside — 

(a) On local calls — they must dial the three digit prefix and the extension 
number. 

(b) On long distance calls — our area code is 416. Instruct persons who may 
call you from outside our numbering plan area to dial the area code 416 
plus your complete telephone number, e.g. 365-1234. 


TRANSFERRING CALLS: 


You may transfer incoming calls which have been direct-dialed or connected 
through the switchboard. You cannot transfer internal calls. Tell the person that 
you are transferring the call; then momentarily depress the handset cradle 
button once, release, and wait for the operator to answer. Ask the operator to 
transfer the call to the desired local. 


FOR OPERATOR ASSISTANCE: 


(a) Queen’s Park extension users dial “0”. 
(b) Downsview extension users dial “00”. 
(c) Mimico extension users dial 8-“0”’. 


LONG DISTANCE PROCEDURES 


The localities listed on the opposite page are served with toll free Inter1City 
lines. These lines are provided for the conduct of government business and are 
not to be used for personal calls. All business calls to these localities should be 
placed by this means, due to the considerable economies realized in lieu of 
regular long distance. To reach the localities served by these Inter-City lines 
proceed as follows:— 


(a) Consult the list of localities on pages 8 and 9 for the appropriate 
three digit access code. 


(b) Dial the access code to obtain your line. You will hear dial tone from 
the distant locality; proceed to dial the seven digit telephone number of 
the party you are calling as if you were in that locality. DO NOT RE- 
DIAL THE ACCESS CODE.

GOOD TELEPHONE HABITS 


Answer Promptly and Distinctly, giving your name or the name of your 
department or both. For example: “Smith speaking” or “Treasury Department” 
or “Treasury Department, Smith”. 


When answering another person’s telephone give both his name and yours. 
For example: “Mr. Smith’s office, Miss Smart speaking”. 


Make arrangements for adequate answering of your telephone when you are 
absent from your desk. Leave word where you may be reached and/or when 
you will be available. 


When you make a call, identify yourself at once. 


When you leave word for someone to call you, make sure you leave your 
telephone number as well as your name. 


Always replace the receiver carefully when you've finished a call, allowing 
the calling party to hang up first. 


Be sure you dial correctly in order to avoid annoying other employees. If 
you dial a wrong number, always apologize for your error.

HOW TO ARRANGE FOR TELEPHONE, INTERCOM 
AND SIGNAL SERVICES 
Additions or changes to telephone, intercom and signal services, or assistance 


in planning suitable service installations, should be arranged through the 
Telephone Services Section, D.P.W., Ext. 1411. 


It is essential that requests be received as far in advance as possible so that 
work can be completed when required. 
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Before Placing Long Distance Calls Remember:— 


(a) All long distance calls should be kept as brief as possible. Try to limit 
calls to 5 minutes maximum. 


(b) Be sure you know the telephone number of the party you wish to reach 
in the distant locality before obtaining the line. 

(c) Plan your conversation, have your information and files available 
before you place your call. If the necessary information is not available 
do not hold the line, hang up and call again. 


(d) If the party you are calling is not in a position to discuss the subject 
with you, ask him to call you back when he is ready. 


(e) Do not busy out circuits with unnecessary conversation or business 
matters which would not normally merit a long distance call. 


To minimize telephone costs on long distance calls to locations not served 
by Inter-City lines, we urge you to use Station-to-Station calling where possible. 
Station-to-Station calling rates are considerably less than Person-to-Person rates 
and may be dialed to most cities, (DDD). See area code list in your city 
telephone directory. 


(a) FOR DIRECT DISTANCE DIALING (DDD): 
(1) Listen for dial tone. 
(2) Dial “9” for outside line. 
(3) Dial “1” to connect you with the DDD equipment. 
(4) Followed by the area code if necessary. 
(5) and the distant telephone number. 


— after you have dialed, the “Bell” operator will ask you your telephone 
number. Be sure to give her the number of the telephone you are 
using, not the main switchboard number. 


NOTE: If you have trouble on your call, promptly dial the long distance opera- 
tor and give her the details of your call, such as, your telephone 
number, the number and place you dailed and nature of trouble. 


(b) FOR OPERATOR HANDLED LONG DISTANCE CALLS 

When calling a Government office in a location not served by either the 

Inter-City lines or by DDD, and when placing all person to person, 

credit card, third number billed, and collect calls, proceed as follows: 

(1) Listen for dial tone. 

(2) Dial "9". 

(3) Dial-“0". 

(4) Tell the operator the area code and the telephone number of the 
place you are calling. 

(5) If the call is person to person, give the name or extension number 
required. 

(6) Give the number of the telephone you are using when the operator 
asks for it.

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND FOOD 
1200 Bay Street, Toronto 


The Department of Agriculture and Food is constituted, through its branches 
and institutions, to serve the agricultural interests in the Province, to promote 
the prosperity and welfare of farm people, and to develop and improve the 
agricultural industry of Ontario through a scientific approach to its needs, not 
only for the people of Canada, but of the whole world, for supplies of essential 
food. 


Agriculture and Food 


AGRICULTURAL CO-OPERATIVES 
Telephone 365-1064 


This program assists in the formation, organization, financing and planning 
of agricultural co-operatives and in the collecting and dissemination of com- 
prehensive statistics on all phases of Ontario agriculture. Close working 
relationships are maintained with the Department of Financial and Commercial 
Affairs which processes all applications for the incorporation of co-operatives. 


AGRICULTURAL DRAINAGE ASSISTANCE 
Telephone 365-7665 


This program provides financial assistance to municipalities, beyond that 
available under the provisions of the Drainage Act, by offering an additional 
one-third of the cost of the engineering and construction of agricultural outlet 
ditches to eleven named municipalities in Southeastern Ontario. 


AGRICULTURAL ENGINEERING EXTENSION SERVICES 
Telephone 365-1241 


Advice and information is provided to farmers and building contractors on 
the requirements for special farm structures and on modernizing existing 
buildings to reduce labour inputs. Agricultural engineers provide advice on 
drainage problems, new farm building plans, remodelling, farm pond designs, 
ventilation systems, grain drying systems, materials handling systems, irrigation 
and water supply systems, and farm machinery. In addition, this program 
offers a number of courses on subjects relating to agricultural engineering 
for farmers and contactors. 


AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH 
AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE OF ONTARIO, 
GUELPH ONTARIO 
Telephone 824-4120 


This program co-ordinates the research programs in the fields of agriculture, 
veterinary medicine and household science by selecting and recommending 
areas for research, supporting research projects and generally stimulating 
interest in research into agricultural and related problems. 

Research projects are undertaken at the University of Guelph, Kemptv-lle 
and New Liskeard, and the Department’s experimental and research stations. 
The Agricultural Research Institute of Ontario is the co-ordinating body for 
the entire research program of the Department of Agriculture and Food. 


AGRICULTURAL LIBRARY

The Library provides a reference and lending service for Department of 
Agriculture and Food staff and a reference service for the general public. 


A Field Crop Specialist discusses crop management 
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Material is available on general agriculture, agricultural economics and sta- 
tistics, farm management and co-operatives. 


AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS 
Telephone 365-1064 


The comprehensive statistics collected on all phases of Ontario agriculture by 
the Farm Economics, Co-operatives and Statistics Branch are provided to 
farmers, agricultural associations and organizations, other department agencies, 
and all interested persons. 


AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES 
Telephone 365-1091 


The creation and operation of local agricultural societies is promoted to 
improve standards for agriculture, domestic industry and rural life. The 
Department of Agriculture and Food gives grants to the local agricultural 
societies. The size of each individual grant is determined on several factors, 
including membership. The maximum grant to any society is limited to 
$1,500 in any one year. Special grants of $2,500 are paid to the CNE, CCE 
and Western Fair. 

The agricultural societies organize exhibitions, award prizes, hold com- 
petitions for young people, hold public meetings and help to organize members 
to eradicate insects, weeds, animal parasites and diseases. 


ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION SERVICES 
Telephone 365-5971 


This program assists in the establishment and operation of artificial insemina- 
tion centres where farmers may obtain semen from quality sires. Artificial 
insemination units are licensed by the Department of Agriculture and Food 
and grants are made to these units for the purchase of qualified bulls. The 
units are usually operated by local cattle breeders’ associations. 

The Department provides a subsidy to the farmer of $2 per cow insemin- 
ated in Northern Ontario, where the service is more costly. 


AUDITING AND FINANCIAL SECURITY 
Telephone 365-2411 


The program assures payment of milk and cream to producers on the basis 
of utilization by the processor. In addition, the “Fund” created under the 


Farm Products Payments Act guarantees payment to producers for milk and 
cream sold to processors. 


BACON HOG CLUB POLICY 
Telephone 365-5971 


Through this program, the use of quality boars in the breeding of swine is 
encouraged. Good young boars are made available to swine breeders’ clubs 
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on a rental basis. The rental fee is set at $15 and each club is required to 
keep the boar for two years. 


BEEF CATTLE PERFORMANCE TESTING 
Telephone 365-5971 


This program assists cattle breeders to improve their herds and thus increase 

incomes from their operations. 

The program has three sections— 

1. Plan A provides for the Performance Testing of young bulls. 

2. Plan B provides for the recording of weaning weights and yearling weights 
for all calves produced in the herd. 

3. The Quality Meat Sire Program provides for the obtaining of carcass data 
on ten offspring of a herd sire. 

Some of the tests are carried out at stations located at Ridgetown, Guelph, 

New Liskeard and Kemptville, but most tests are conducted on the premises 

of the owner. 


BEEF CATTLE MARKETING ACT 
Telephone 365-5971 


This Act provides for the Ontario Beef Improvement Association to collect 
a deduction on each head of cattle sold for the production of beef, and for 
the establishment of standardized procedures in the sale of cattle or carcasses. 


BILINGUAL EXTENSION PERSONNEL EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE 
Telephone 365-1241 


This program assists bilingual secondary school graduates in obtaining a 
degree in agriculture, provided that they agree to work for the Department 
of Agriculture and Food for a specified period. The program is designed to 
increase the number of bilingual extension workers in those areas where 
there is a high proportion of French-speaking farmers. Financial assistance 
is made available to students by the Department. 


BULL PREMIUM POLICY 
Telephone 365-5971 


The Department encourages the wider distribution of good beef bulls in 
Ontario and pays a premium to all those who purchase approved, qualified, 
performance-tested bulls at the Ontario Bull Sale, at consignment sales held 
by breeder’s clubs, at private breeder’s production sales, or by private treaty. 
The premium is set at 20 per cent of the purchase price up to a maximum of 
$150 at sales. On private purchases the premium is $75. 


BULK MILK TRANSPORT OPERATORS’ SHORT COURSES 
Telephone 365-2411 


Short courses of instruction are provided to bulk milk transport operators. 
Upon completion candidates receive a Bulk Tank Milk Grader’s Certificate 
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or a Milk Grader’s Certificate. These courses are operated by the Milk Com- 
mission of Ontario and are offered at two locations in the Province, the 
University of Guelph and the Kemptville College of Agricultural Technology. 


CAPITAL GRANTS FOR FARM DEVELOPMENT PURPOSES 


Farm Drainage and Structures, Field Enlargement and Water Supply, 
Vacation Hosting, and Removal of Diseased or Dead Elm Trees 
Telephone ODAF County & District Offices 


This program provides financial assistance for capital improvements to farms. 
The following grants are available: 

Section A — Farm Drainage and Farm Structures (tile drainage, open 
ditches, construction or renovation of permanent farm structures, fixed equip- 
ment, paving barnyards, manure storages, waste disposal systems, bridges and 
culverts, electric and natural gas services). Grants based on 40% of cost to 
a maximum of $3,000 less any grants under Sections B and C. 

Section B — Field Enlargement and Farm Water Supply (field enlargement 
by fencerow removal, removal of old orchards, farm wells, farm ponds, other 
cases of farm water supply). Grants based on 40% of cost to a maximum 
of $1,500. 

Section C — Farm Vacation Hosting (renovations to farm homes to bring 
facilities up to a standard for farm vacation hosting). Grants based on 40% 
of cost to a maximum of $1,500. 

Section D — Removal of Diseased or Dead Elm Trees (cutting of trunks 
and limbs). Grants based on $5 per tree to a maximum of $500. 

The maximum grant available to an individual farmer is $3,500 ($3,000 in 
sections A, B & C; $500 in section D). 

Under Sections A, B and D, where two or more persons are actively engaged 
in the operation of a farm business form a partnership or corporation, the 
maximum grant will be double that available to one individual. 


CENTRAL MILK TESTING 
Central Milk Testing Laboraory, Guelph, Ontario 
Telephone 821-2960 


The Central Milk Testing Laboratory, established at Guelph, is responsible 

for receiving and testing official composite milk samples. These tests, which 

determine the butterfat content, are used for producer payments. 
Compositional studies are proceeding by which the content of milk will be 


determined with the inclusion of protein, lactose, and total solids as well as 
butterfat. 


CERTIFIED SWINE HERD POLICY 
Telephone 365-5841 
This program assists swine breeders in establishing herds free of Atrophic 
Rhinitis and Virus Pig Pneumonia. The certified swine herd policy requires 


heads and lungs of representative number of pigs from each enrolled herd 
must be submitted for examination. 


COLLEGES OF AGRICULTURAL TECHNOLOGY 
Telephone 365-6695 


The Department operates colleges that are at the same level as The Colleges 
of Applied Arts and Technology to provide for post-secondary education and 
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training in agriculture, animal health technology, home economics and related 
fields. The courses are related to the dominant patterns of agriculture in the 
region served by the college. Short courses and extension are also offered. 
The colleges are located at Kemptville, Ridgetown, Centralia and New Lis- 
keard. A two-year diploma course is also available at the Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph. 


COMMON BARBERRY ERADICATION 
Telephone 365-1081 


The purpose of this program is to eradicate common barberry which acts as 
a host plant for the spores that cause stem rust on grain. Farmers report the 
existence of barberry stands to the local weed inspector of the Department 
of Agriculture and Food, and the Department sprays the stands where neces- 
sary. 


COMMUNITY PASTURES 
Telephone 365-7661 


This program enables farmers to increase their livestock carrying capacity by 
providing rented, supervised pasture at low cost. After the land has been 
acquired and developed by ARDA, a local pasture board is established which 
is responsible for the allocation of grazing rights, the setting and collecting 
of rentals, the conditions governing the use of the pasture, and municipal 
land taxes. The lands used for community pastures are primarily unoccupied 
farmlands that are suitable for pasture production but uneconomic as farm 
units. 


CONSIGNMENT SALES 
Telephone 365-5971 


Financial assistance is provided to Provincial and regional cattle, swine and 
sheep breeders’ clubs that hold sales of good quality breeding stock. Grants 
are made by the Department of Agriculture and Food on a set schedule to 
clubs holding consignment sales. The entries in such sales must be approved 
by an inspector named by the Live Stock Commissioner. 


CO-OPERATIVE LOANS 
Telephone 365-1064 


This program provides financial assistance to Agricultural Co-operative 
Associations to assist in financing major expenditures for expansion of facilities 
such as grain elevators, cold storage, processing plants, etc. The loans are 
made by the Department of Treasury and Finance on the advice of the 
Co-operative Loans Board. 


CROP INSURANCE 
Telephone 365-1811 


Insurance for selected crops is provided against weather, insect, and disease 
risks. The premiums paid by the farmer are subsidized 25 per cent by the 
federal government and 5 per cent by the provincial government. The insur- 
ance is offered by independent insurance agents appointed under contract 
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by the Crop Insurance Commission and all claims are adjudicated by the 
Commission. 

The crops covered are winter wheat, spring grains, forage crops, grain corn, 
soybeans, white beans, late potatoes, tomatoes, peas for processing, sweet corn, 
apples, and corn silage. 


DAIRY HERD IMPROVEMENT 
Telephone 365-5971 


This program provides dairy cattle owners with a means of accurately deter- 
mining the level of milk and butterfat production of each cow in the herd 
in order to improve the herd by accurate culling and selection and by im- 
proved management practices. 

There are two types of programs available to members — the supervised 
program in which the supervisor records milk weights and collects the milk 
samples for butterfat testing; and the owner sampler program in which the 
herd owner records the milk weights and collects. milk samples which are 
picked up by the supervisor for testing. 


DEAD ANIMAL DISPOSAL 
Telephone 365-5842 


This program has a three-fold purpose; to prevent the spread of animal 
disease; to ensure that meat obtained from animals dying from natural causes 
is not sold for human consumption; and to prevent pollution resulting from 
the improper disposal of dead animals. A regulated dead animal collection 
service is provided to livestock owners through this program. 


DOG TAX, AND LIVE STOCK AND POULTRY PROTECTION ACT

Under this Act, municipalities are given the authority to levy taxes on dogs 
owned by residents of the municipality. Provision is also made for the paying 
of awards to owners of livestock killed or injured by dogs. 

If the livestock owner or the municipal council are dissatified with the 
award made by the local valuer they have the right to appeal to the Ontario 


Livestock Commission. Appeals are investigated by a provincial valuer ap- 
pointed by the Commissioner. 


EMPLOYMENT AND INCOME OPPORTUNITIES

The purpose of this program is to increase income and alternative employment 
Opportunities for low income rural people in selected rural areas of Ontario. 
Grants are available to qualified firms and municipalities for establishment, 
€xpansion, or modernization of processing or manufacturing facilities utilizing 
renewable natural resources; for facilities or services necessary for additional 
or new production of selected primary and secondary products; for develop- 
ment of public owned parks and tourist facilities; and for forest stand improve- 
ment operations on Crown or publicly owned lands. 
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EXTENSION SERVICES

General Extension services are offered to provide scientific, up-to-date inform- 
ation on all phases of agriculture and farming. In addition to the farm 
management and engineering specialists, the Extension Branch has specialists 
dealing with problems of fruits and vegetables, diseases and insects, livestock, 
and soil and crop improvement. The agricultural representatives located in 
county and district offices throughout Ontario, provide a continuing link 
between the farmers and the information developed by the research under- 
taken at the various research stations and experimental farms operated by 
both the provincial and federal departments of agriculture. A variety of pro- 
jects are operated by the Extension Branch to assist particular sections of the 
industry including demonstration and research projects, soil and leaf analysis, 
potato program among others. 


FARM ENLARGEMENT AND CONSOLIDATION 
Telephone 365-7661 


This program assists established farmers in enlarging their holdings in order 
to develop a viable economic farm unit. The ARDA Branch, under this pro- 
gram, purchases farm land from farmers, undertakes the necessary improve- 
ment works and then leases the land to other farmers who can cultivate it 
efficiently to maximize their incomes. The farmers who sell the land to ARDA 
are either retrained for other employment or may retire on the proceeds of 
the sale. The leasor is given an option to buy at any time up to the end of 
ten years. The land purchases by the ARDA Branch cannot exceed $150 
per acre. 


FARM MANAGEMENT COUNSELLING 
Telephone 365-1421 


The program provides advice and information to farmers on management 
decisions involving farm credit, financing, business agreements, record keeping 
and analysis, budgeting and related matters. Agricultural representatives and 
trained farm management specialists are located throughout Ontario and can 
be contacted for specific or general advisory purposes. 

Short courses of agricultural management are also provided through the 
Extension Branch. 


FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING 
Telephone 365-2124 


This program provides for the organized marketing of farm products, other 
than milk, within the Province of Ontario, and utilizing such controls and 
regulations as are necessary. 

The Farm Products Marketing Act provides for the establishment of a 
marketing plan for any single agricultural commodity other than milk and if 
the majority of producers of that commodity are in favour, all of them are 
obliged to observe the regulations made under the plan. Such plans are ad- 
ministered by a board of directors elected by the producers from among 
themselves. The Act is administered by the Ontario Farm Products Marketing 
Board, which acts in a consultative capacity in the formulation and operation 
of producer marketing boards. 
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FARM PRODUCTS PAYMENT GUARANTEES

This program provides protection to farmers when purchasers of products 
default in their payments to the farmer. Under the Farm Products Payment 
Act special funds may be established which are used to guarantee payments 
to farmers in the case of the bankruptcy of a purchaser. The first fund to 
be established applies to the dairy industry. 


FARM SAFETY

The purpose of this program is to promote safe working conditions on 
Ontario’s farms. Farm Safety Councils have been organized in all counties 
and districts and carry out an active program. Special courses, surveys and 
other activities are operated in conjunction with the Farm Safety Council of 
Ontario and the local organizations. A farm safety specialist attached to the 
Extension Branch co-ordinates the government effort and assists the local 
safety councils in their work. 


FOREIGN EXHIBITIONS ASSISTANCE

This program assists Ontario Breeders’ Clubs that sponsor approved exhibits 
of live stock at major U.S. exhibitions or Canadian exhibitions outside Ontario. 
The Department of Agriculture and Food provides financial assistance towards 
the transportation costs. In addition, the Department duplicates 50 per cent 
of the prize money won by the exhibitors. 


4-H CLUBS AND JUNIOR FARMERS ASSISTANCE

The purpose of this program is to work with the young people of rural Ontario 
by assisting in the formation and operation of 4-H Clubs. The 4-H Clubs in 
Ontario, assisted by the Extension Branch’s Agricultural representatives, in- 
cluding inter-club competitions, leadership week, and involvement with Cana- 
dian and international 4-H Club activities. 

A variety of projects are also operated by the Junior Farmers including 
the annual Leadership Training Camp, the Effective Speaking Course, com- 


petitions of all types and the Junior Farmer scholarships and Youth Travel 
programs.

Assistance is granted to municipalities to construct community halls, skating 
arenas, outdoor rinks, athletic fields, and indoor or outdoor swimming pools. 
The maximum grant for community halls, skating arenas, athletic fields and 
outdoor skating rinks is $10,000; for swimming pools, $15,000; for a com- 
bined community hall and arena, $20,000; and for a combined community 
hall and indoor swimming pool, $25,000. 

School Boards and Boards of Education may qualify for grants on the 
same basis as municipalities, for athletic fields, outdoor swimming pools, 
outdoor skating rinks and in unorganized areas community halls. 

Indian bands may qualify for grants on the same basis as municipalities 
for swimming pools, athletic fields, outdoor rinks, community halls and 
skating arenas. 


HOME ECONOMIC EXTENSION SERVICES

Extension education is provided in home economics for rural Ontario women 
and girls. The program includes instruction on foods, nutrition, clothing, tex- 
tiles, home planning and furnishing, home management and home crafts. 

County and district home economists develop home making education pro- 
grams for girls and young women, arrange for short courses, forums, work- 
shops, study kits, radio and T.V. programs, etc. 4-H Homemaking Clubs for 
girls and young women of twelve to twenty-six years of age have been 
organized and a variety of programs are operated in local clubs throughout 
Ontario. 


HORSE PROGRAMS 


The Horse Specialist with the Live Stock Branch provides feeding and man- 
agement advice to owners of horses. 

The Veterinary Services Branch administers the Pregnant Mare Urine Farms 
Act which provides for the licensing of operators of PMU farms and PMU 
contractors, and sets out the requirement for the care, health and housing of 
all horses on PMU farms. 


HORSE SHOWS ASSISTANCE

The program is to promote and encourage horse shows. Grants of up to $300, 
on the basis of 50 per cent of the prize money paid, are made available by 
the Department of Agriculture and Food. In some instances, if the sponsoring 
organization receives an equal amount from the county, the grant may be 
increased to $500. 


HORTICULTURAL RESEARCH 
HORTICULTURAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE OF ONTARIO 
VINELAND STATION, ONTARIO

This program provides for the integration of all horticultural research under- 
taken in Ontario that is financed by the Department of Agriculture and Food. 
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The Horticultural Research Institute carries out this responsibility. 

The research projects are usually undertaken at the horticultural research 
stations at Vineland, Simcoe, and Bradford, at the Colleges of Agricultural 
Technology at Kemptville and Ridgetown, and at the University of Guelph. 
Funds are made available to scientists and horticulturalists working at these 
institutions. 


HORTICULTURAL SOCIETIES

The program encourages interest in horticulture by making grants available 
to local horticultural societies which carry on a number of local activities such 
as public meetings, exhibitions, granting of prizes, distributing seeds, plants 
and trees, planting trees or shrubs on public grounds and contests or com- 
petitions for young people. 

Grants of up to a maximum of $500 are made available to horticultural 
societies. The grants are determined on a variety of bases including member- 
ship. 


HOUSING ASSISTANCE FOR CASUAL FARM WORKERS

Financial assistance is given to farmers who provide housing for casual farm 
labour. Grants of 50 per cent of the cost of building casual farm labour 
housing up to a maximum of $150 per worker are allowed on a federal- 
provincial cost-sharing basis. 


HUNTER DAMAGE COMPENSATION ACT

This Act compensates farmers when live stock or poultry is killed by unknown 
hunters. 

Grants are paid to farmers up to a maximum value as determined by the 
county or district agricultural representative or assistant agricultural repre- 


sentative. The total amount of grant is reduced by the amount of insurance 
recovered by the farmer. 


INDEPENDENT TELEPHONE SYSTEMS ASSISTANCE

This program is offered to improve communications service in rural areas. 
Independent telephone systems, which are too small to employ specialists

LIMESTONE TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE POLICY

Financial assistance is provided for the transportation of agricultural limestone 
from approved sources. The amount of the assistance varies from Southern 
Ontario and Northern Ontario and on carload or truck loads. The trans- 
portation cost assistance will be based on current rail freight rates. In Southern 
Ontario the maximum is $3 per ton, in Northern Ontario assistance is on all 
costs in excess of $1 per ton. 

Complete itemized accounts must be submitted to the county or district 
agricultural representative who complete the application. 


LIVESTOCK BRANDING ACT

This Act provides for the systematic registration of brands to be used for the 
identification of livestock. 


LIVESTOCK SPECIALIST SERVICES

This program provides up to date scientific information to livestock producers 
through the livestock extension program involving farm consultation, public 
meetings, short courses, and written material. Livestock specialists are available 
for consultation with regard to dairy cattle, beef cattle, swine, sheep and horses. 
These specialists work closely with other extension personnel in developing 
county programs to meet local needs. 
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LIVE STOCK COMMUNITY SALES ACT

The purpose of the Program is to provide Community Sale Barns that are 
suitably constructed and sanitarily maintained for the housing of livestock 
consigned to Community Sales. All livestock offered at sales are inspected for 
health by the Veterinarians employed by the Veterinary Services Branch. 
Financial protection is afforded to livestock owners as a result of bonding 
and insurance requirements with which Sale Operators must comply. Com- 
munity sales are important livestock market places in Ontario. 


MASTITIS CONTROL POLICY

This program assists dairy herd owners in controlling mastitis. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Food will arrange for collection and delivery of 
milk samples to regional veterinary laboratories. The farmer must have the 
prescribed treatment carried out by or under the supervision of a veterinarian. 


MAPLE SYRUP INDUSTRY ASSISTANCE

This program is to improve the income of rural people, particularly in low 
income municipalities, by expanding the maple syrup industry. Assistance is 
available in the designated counties of Algoma, Bruce, Frontenac, Glengarry, 
Grenville, Grey, Haliburton, Hastings, Lanark, Leeds, Lennox and Addington, 
Manitoulin, Muskoka, Nipissing, Peterborough, Prince Edward, Parry Sound, 
Renfrew, Simcoe, and Victoria. In these areas, interest free loans of up to a 
maximum of $2,000 are available to farmers with a minimum of 750 taps 
with a larger potential. The loans are repayable over a ten year period. 


MILK COMMISSION OF ONTARIO

The program provides for the orderly production, distribution, processing and 
sale of milk and milk products in Ontario. The Commission is charged with 
the responsibility of licensing of distributors and processors, and generally 
exercising supervisory control over all firms and individuals involved in the 
production, distribution, processing and sale of milk including grades and 
quality standards. The Commission also supervises the two dairy marketing 


plans: The Ontario Cream Producers Marketing Plan and the Ontario Milk 
Marketing Plan.

The purpose of this program is to develop viable farms in Northern Ontario. 
Cash grants to help Northern Ontario farmers to buy essential supplies at a 
cost comparable to that in Southern Ontario are provided. 

The program varies from year to year and from district to district depending 
on the circumstances. Grants are made for the purchase of fertilizer, weed 
sprayers, hay and pasture mixers, seed grain and seed potatoes, etc. The 
grants are paid by the agricultural representative on the specified items upon 
the presentation of receipts. 


NORTHERN ONTARIO LIVESTOCK IMPROVEMENT ASSISTANCE

Northern Ontario farmers are granted assistance to obtain livestock to improve 
the breeding and production qualities of their beef and dairy herds. Under 
this program cash grants are made available to reduce the cost of acquiring 
livestock to the delivered price paid by farmers in Southern Ontario. The 
grants apply only to livestock purchased for breeding purposes in eleven 
named districts in Northern Ontario. The farmer is required to file notice of 
intention to purchase with the district agricultural representative and to submit 
all receipts. 


NORTHERN ONTARIO LIVESTOCK 
(TRANSPORTATION) ASSISTANCE POLICY

Transportation assistance is provided to breeders in Northern Ontario in order 
to improve the quality of the breeding stock in that part of the province. 


ONTARIO FOOD COUNCIL

The purpose of this program is to establish an effective means of communica- 
tion between all segments of the agricultural industry, including producers, 
processors, distributors, and the general consumer. The Council is empowered 
under the legislation establishing it to carry out a variety of projects primarily 
in the fields of liaison with all segments of the industry, market development 
(domestic and export), fund product promotion-liaison with common groups, 
consumer food information, investigation or detrimental trade practices. 


POULTRY HEALTH PROGRAMS

Ontario Poultry Health Service programs are co-ordinated by the Veterinary 
Services Branch of the Department of Agriculture and Food to maintain a 
province-wide service to poultrymen and practicing veterinarians in disease 
contro! programs.

RABIES INDEMNITY

This program compensates farmers for livestock that die of rabies. Death from 
rabies must be certified by a veterinary inspector under the Animal Con- 
tagious Diseases Act (Canada). The inspector places a value on the animal 
for which the compensation is to be paid. The compensation per animal 
cannot exceed $300 for cattle, $250 for horses, and $100 for sheep, swine 
or goats. This is a federal-provincial shared-cost program. 


RAM PREMIUM POLICY

The purpose of this program is to encourage.the use of approved performance 
tested rams in pure-bred and commercial sheep flocks in Ontario. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Food gives premiums to sheep breeders who purchase 
an approved ram. The amount of premium varies depending on where the 
ram was purchased and its age. The maximum amount of the premium is $25. 


A Tegistration certificate of the ram recorded in the name of the applicant 
for the premium is required.

This program provides for the care and welfare of animals used in research. 
It also provides for holding of impounded dogs and cats for a period of 
3 full days not including the day of pickup, Sundays and holidays, thus 
allowing pet owners an opportunity to reclaim lost pets. 

In the case of unclaimed animals provision is made for their sale to 
registered research facilities. It is ensured that proper care is provided for 
animals in pounds and for animals bred and reared for research purposes. 


RURAL DEVELOPMENT STAFF

Field officers and counsellors are available on a full time basis to the local 
county or district ARDA boards. These officials explain ARDA projects, advise 
on the suitability of locally initiated projects, and attempt to generate support 
for ARDA programs in the rural areas of Ontario. Rural development officers 
and counsellors are also available to assist rural residents in adjusting to 
social and economic changes. 


RURAL DEVELOPMENT TRAINING

Provincial government officials, local government officials, and representatives 
of local or regional groups or associations are trained in the purposes of 
ARDA and the methods of rural development.

This objective is 
pursued through a number of methods including the supervision of the 
allocation and distribution of seed stock through the Ontario Stock Seed 
Distribution Committee, and the operation of investigational and demonstration 
projects. 


SHEEP TRANSPORTATION ASSISTANCE POLICY

Assistance is provided to assist commercial producers in buying breeding stock 
from Western Canada. Grants are available to cover up to two-thirds of the 
total freight cost of transporting breeding ewes from Western Canada and the 
full cost of transporting ewe lambs bought by Ontario farmers from Western 
Canada.

SWINE COUNSELING AND MANAGEMENT PROGRAMS (SCAMP)

It acts as a central service agency to aid operating departments and main- 
tains close liaison with personnel branches throughout the government.

This department sees that all operating departments are staffed with the 
best qualified people to complete the task assigned them. To obtain these top 
employees, the department carries out extensive recruitment programs. When 
vacancies cannot be filled through internal promotion or transfer, recruiters 
seek the best possible person to fill the job from business and industry, from 
universities, community colleges and high schools. 


Persons interested in positions in Metro Toronto should send their appli- 
cation to Recruitment Branch, Department of Civil Service, Parliament Build- 
ings, Toronto. Positions outside Metro are usually handled by the hiring 
department in that particular location. 


For individuals seeking part time work, the Ontario Public Service operates 
a temporary employment program.

Estabished as a Department in its own right in 1964, in response to a rapid 
‘ncrease in student enrolment and the resulting necessity to expand old and 
to develop new facilities, this Department is responsible for the equitable 
distribution of public funds to institutions of higher learning. Its programs 
of operating and capital support and student aid are designed to ensure 
adequate development for these institutions and to provide equality of oppor- 
tunity for qualified students to pursue post-secondary education. 


The Department also financially supports the Royal Ontario Museum, the 
Art Gallery of Ontario and the Royal Botanical Gardens, provides grants in 
aid of research and finances the publication of the Ontario Historical Series.

Colleges and Universities 


THE COMMITTEE ON UNIVERSITY AFFAIRS

Acting in an advisory capacity to the Minister is the Committee on University 
Affairs consisting of senior members of the university community, experienced 
representatives of business and industry and representatives of the community 
at large. The Committee studies matters relating to the establishment, develop- 
ment, operation, expansion and financing of provincially assisted universities 
and makes recommendations to the Minister. 


ONTARIO STUDENT AWARDS PROGRAM

This program offers financial assistance, on the basis of assessed need, to 
students enrolled in eligible post-secondary institutions. The Ontario Student 
Awards Program is integrated with the Canada Student Loans Plan. The 
Student Awards Branch also administers Ontario Scholarships, Graduate 
Fellowships, Teacher Education Awards and other provincial bursaries and 
scholarships. 

Under the terms of the Ontario Student Awards Program, actual educa- 
tional costs are determined by the institution the student is attending. The 
first $600 of any award is in the form of a loan guaranteed by the Federal 
Government. All assistance over $600 is in the form of a non-repayable grant 
provided by the Province. The Committee on Student Awards acts as a special 
advisory body to the Minister in respect of student aid. 


ARCHITECTURAL SERVICES

This branch is responsible for receiving proposals for new capital projects 
and for administering the interim capital formula which determines the amount 
of financial assistance to be supplied by the Province. Plans are submitted to 
the Architectural Services Branch by the universities for various stages of 
approval as building projects proceed.

The Colleges pro- 
vide a wide range of applied arts, business and technological courses, as well 
as an impressive variety of community interest courses for the continuing 
education needs of adults. They are also responsible for local administration 
of the Ontario Manpower Retraining Program. 


CURRICULUM BRANCH

This branch undertakes development of new and experimental courses of study 
and the revision of existing courses for Ontario’s elementary and secondary 
schools. Branch officials consult with publishers in developing and evaluating 
textbooks, bearing in mind their relevance in the context of the Canadian 
society. Departmental program consultants assist school and school board 
personnel in keeping abreast of developments in education through seminars, 
workshops and other in-service activities. 

The Learning Materials Services Unit operates a loan service for schools 
of films and other audio-visual aids, and records Ontario School Radio Broad- 
casts for classroom distribution on request. 

Operation School Supplies, which sends used books and classroom furniture 
to schools in the Commonwealth Caribbean, and Project School-to-School, a 
school ‘twinning’ program mainly between classrooms in Ontario and the 
Caribbean, are administered through the Special Projects Unit.

The Ontario School for the Blind at Brantford offers academic and skill 
courses from grades 1 to 12. The schools for the deaf at Milton and Belleville 
provide academic instruction up to grade 10 and vocational training. Both 
of the schools for the deaf also take day students. Home-visiting teachers guide 
parents of pre-school deaf children in developing early language skills in their 
children prior to formal schooling. 

The Province pays for the education of deaf or blind French-speaking 
Ontario children who may be sent to special schools in Quebec where they 
can be taught in their own language. 


YOUTH AND RECREATION BRANCH

The Youth and Recreation branch evaluates community recreation programs 
for which provincial grants are allocated. Counselling services are offered to 
communities through regional and district offices staffed by recreation coun- 
sellors.

The Ontario Department of the Environment is responsible for maintaining 
the quality of the natural environment in this province. To do so, it enforces 
existing laws and legislates new ones as these are needed to maintain or 
improve present standards. 

The department comprises three operating branches — Air Management, 
Conservation Authorities, and Waste Management — each having clearly 
defined responsibilities and offering a variety of public services.

Environment 


INFORMATION SERVICES

In response to public demand, this section provides a broad range of internal 
and external information services about the environment through the media 
and by direct communication with the public. 

Information Services disseminates information about all aspects of environ- 
ment conservation and measures by the Government of Ontario to maintain 
and enhance environmental quality. Information is provided in the form of 
printed matter, films, public addresses, shows and exhibitions directed to 
schools and other institutions, citizens groups concerned with conservation of 
the environment, and to the public at large. 

In addition, a departmental library provides extensive reference material 
on all aspects of environmental control and conservation, and is open to the 
public for reference purposes. 


CONSERVATION 
Telephone 365-6287 


Conservation of Ontario’s natural environment is the concern of 37 conserva- 
tion authorities in the province. Together they develop and manage renewable 
resources over a combined total of 28,898 square miles of land and water, on 
a watershed basis, mainly in the southern part of the province. 

Although each conservation authority operates as an independent corporate 
body, it is assisted in its work by the Conservation Authorities Branch of the 
Provincial Government. Assistance takes the form of grants (usually 50-75% 
of work undertaken), of financial assistance for administrative and operating 
expenses, and of technical and administrative support. In many cases qualified 
resource personnel are supplied on a full-time basis, usually in the form of 
a resources manager. 

Establishment of conservation authorities is a continuing process, and, as each 
new authority is formed, its resources are surveyed by the Conservation 
Authorities Branch staff of professional conservationists. Based on the survey, 
this Branch then provides a comprehensive report to the conservation authority 
concerned. A blueprint for resources management, this report includes recom- 
mendations for a long-term program of resources development. For more 
information see also the following pages. 


WATER MANAGEMENT

A key concern of conservation authorities, water management comprises pro- 
visions for flood control, water storage, and maintenance and operation of 
control structures. 

Water control projects include such structures as dams and reservoirs, channel 
improvement, river dredging and similar measures to prevent flooding and 
to conserve water. 


Hiking in one of the 37 Conservation areas in Ontario 
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A flood warning system installed and operated as part of the total flood 
control concept is designed to prevent or reduce the loss of life, livestock 
and property resulting from floods. 

Modern electronic equipment measures the levels of especially those rivers 
with a history of flooding, and particularly during spring run-off. Careful 
monitoring of the system makes it possible to provide sufficient advance warn- 
ing of anticipated floods. es 

Dams, channels, reservoirs and similar structures representing many millions 
of dollars of investment control water flows and levels across the province 
to contain floods and provide water when and where it is needed. 

Financial support for the construction, operation and maintenance of these 
control structures and similar projects, as well as expert technical assistance, 
is available to conservation authorities across the province. 


LAND ACQUISITION

Conservation authorities with the assistance of the Conservation Authorities 
Branch of the Provincial Government are actively increasing their land hold- 
ings for development in the interests of conservation. 

Acquisition includes the purchase of areas such as woodlands, flood plain 
lands, swamps which feed the headwaters of streams, nature preserves, areas 
for reforestation or for demonstrations of conservation practices. 

Development includes such typical projects as fences, woodland improve- 
ment, woodland roads and trails, fire breaks and stream improvement. 


Financial assistance is available to conservation authorities for projects 
undertaken under this program.

MUNICIPAL PARKS ASSISTANCE ACT 
Telephone 365-6294 


To encourage the development of municipal parks, technical and administrative 
expertise as well as financial assistance is available to municipalities in Ontario 
through the Conservation Authorities Branch of the Ontario Department of 
the Environment. 

Financial assistance under the Parks Assistance Act extends over the 
acquisition of land for an approved park, the development of an approved 
park, and the conversion of a public park into an approved park. 

Under the Act, a municipality must provide sites for overnight tent and 
trailer camping, a supply of safe drinking water, picnic and sanitary con- 
veniences, entrances controlling admission to the park, and collect fees no 
less than those charged in provincial parks. 


AIR MANAGEMENT

The Air Management Branch is responsible for the control and prevention of 
air pollution in Ontario. It carries out this responsibility by inspecting and 
regulating sources of air pollution, conducting air quality and meteorological 
studies and monitoring programs, establishing acceptable air quality levels. 

The work of the Branch is conducted from 15 regional and district offices 
located across the province. The number of staff assigned to them are depend- 
ent upon each area’s economic activity, population and complexity of local 
air pollution problems. 

The major goal of air management in Ontario is the steady improvement of 
ambient air quality across the province, i.e., the reduction of air contaminant 
concentrations of acceptable levels. Advice on health effects of air pollutants 
is received from Department of Health physicians. For more information see 
also the following pages. 


THE POLLUTION ABATEMENT INCENTIVE ACT

To encourage the adoption of pollution control programs, the Government 
passed The Pollution Abatement Incentive Act in 1970. Under the Act, the 
Minister of the Environment is authorized to make grants to municipalities, 
institutions, companies or individuals towards the purchase of pollution abate- 
ment equipment. 

The maximum amount of the grant is equal to the provincial retail sales 
tax paid for the equipment and is only paid upon proof of payment of the 
sales tax. Where the equipment is used solely for pollution abatement, the 
grant equals the total sales tax paid. Where the equipment is also used for 
other purposes, the grant is of a lesser amount, proportionally equal in terms 
of the retail tax to the equipment’s role in pollution abatement. 


RESEARCH GRANTS

Grants are available to universities and other organizations for research and 
training in the field of air pollution. The 1971 research budget is $318,000. 
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CONTROLLING ODORS FROM FARM OPERATIONS

Due to more intensive livestock and poultry operations in recent years, greater 
animal wastes are being produced in many rural areas. At the same time, 
however, waste treatment and disposal methods have not been sufficiently 
improved to handle the increased volume. As a result, serious odor problems 
have arisen, particularly where new residential developments have been con- 
structed close to farming operations. 

To assist farmers in the disposal of animal wastes, a suggested code of 
practice has been prepared in conjunction with the Department of Agriculture 
and Food. The code offers fair and satisfactory measures for dealing with the 
problem. 


CONTROLLING AUTOMOTIVE EXHAUST EMISSIONS

Regulations governing exhaust emissions from automobiles have been in effect 
since 1969 and have been made more stringent each successive year. To help 
enforce the regulations, road spot checks are conducted across the province 
using specially developed mobile testing laboratories. 

These checks are made to determine whether pollution control devices are 
functioning efficiently, or have been tampered with or removed. Maximum fine 
for tampering or removal is $500. 

Anyone wishing to have a motor vehicle tested can arrange to do so. 


INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION

Ontario directly shares an international boundary with three American states. 
Because of the problems of transboundary air pollution, the provincial govern- 
ment is involved in various Programs at both federal and province-state levels, 
much of it through the International Joint Commission. Established by the 
Canadian and American governments, the Commission does not have any 
regulatory powers but does conduct comprehensive investigations and recom- 
mend corrective actions. 

Various state and provincial personnel become involved in the Commission’s 
work. A recent example is a study completed in January, 1971 on air pollu- 


tion problems in the Sarnia-Port Huron and Windsor-Detroit areas of Ontario 
and Michigan. 


INVESTIGATION OF AIR POLLUTION INJURY TO VEGETATION

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After making an assessment, the section prepares a report which goes to 
both the complainant and the owner or operator of the air pollution source 
allegedly responsible for the injury. If the parties concerned cannot reach an 
agreement privately, they may call on a Board of Negotiation to intervene. If 
no satisfactory settlement can be reached, court action may be undertaken. 


AIR POLLUTION COMPLAINT SERVICE

An important aspect of the work of the Air Management Branch is its air 
pollution complaint service established to help define the pollution problems. 

Anyone in Ontario can complain about an air pollution problem (smoke, 
soot, odors) by calling or writing one of the Branch’s 15 offices located across 
the province. All complaints are investigated as soon as possible and control 
programs established when necessary. 


AIR POLLUTION MONITORING

The Air Management Branch maintains an extensive air monitoring system 
made up of over 800 instruments spread across the province. Over 20 pollu- 
tants are measured either continuously or on a spot sampling basis, as are 
various meteorological conditions. Data is telemetered to Toronto for analysis 
and the calculation of air pollution indexes. The Branch’s air pollution index 
and alert system is gradually being extended to include major cities in the 
province. First put into operation in Toronto, Hamilton, Sudbury and Windsor, 
the index is based upon continuous measurements of sulphur dioxide and 
suspended particulate matter. As certain index levels are reached, the Govern- 
ment can order the progressive curtailment of pollution-producing operations. 


WASTE MANAGEMENT

The Waste Management Branch is responsible for establishing standards and 
maintaining control over the collection, transportation, treatment, and disposal 
of all solid and liquid wastes except human sewage and other liquid wastes 
controlled by the Ontario Water Resources Commission. The Branch is also 
concerned with the problems of litter control, and systems for salvaging and 
recycling. waste materials including abandoned automobiles. 

The Branch maintains six regional offices across the province staffed by waste 
management engineers and inspectors. Regional engineers are responsible for 
liaison work among Health Units, other government agencies, municipalities 
and the public. Local public health inspectors assist in field inspection work. 
The legislation under which the Branch operates came into force on September 
1, 1970. Initial-priorities have been directed at the upgrading of municipal 
and commercial disposal facilities —- dumps, sanitary landfill sites and in- 
cinerators. 
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RECYCLING

There is no longer any doubt that the recycling of waste materials is becoming 
increasingly important as a way of both conserving our natural resources and 
reducing the amount of wastes that now have to be disposed of by either 
incineration or sanitary landfill. However, there are still many problems to 
be resolved before recycling can become widespread practice. The Waste 
Management Branch encourages development in this field and has sponsored 
a pilot study to more fully determine its feasibility. 


BUILDING CONSTRUCTION ON DISPOSAL SITES

The construction of buildings on former waste disposal sites can be hazardous 
due to the possible formation of underground gases. Approval from the 
Minister of the Environment is required for such projects. Advice on design 
criteria is available from the Waste Management Branch. 


ONTARIO WATER RESOURCES COMMISSION

Water pollution control is under the jurisdiction of the OWRC which was 
established in 1956. 

Heavy fines for Ontario water polluters with maximum fines to $5,000 for 
a first offense and to $10,000 or a year in jail or both, for subsequent offenses, 
were introduced on October 30, 1970. 

Industries are subject to the fines and OWRC conducts regular inspections of 


all industries which have significant industrial waste discharge to natural 
water courses.

Under an OWRC municipal agreement, the financing, construction and opera- 
tion of a water or sewage treatment plant can be arranged through the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission and the municipality may have up to 
30 years to retire the debt.

Administers legislation concerning corporations in Ontario, including the 
incorporation of new companies, and changes in corporate structures; the 
licensing of extra-provincial corporations doing business in Ontario; public 
information of corporations contained in company returns and notices filed 
with the Department of Financial and Commercial Affairs; the registration 
of mortgages, bonds, debentures and other corporate securities; land-holdings 
in Ontario by extra-provincial and certain other corporations; generally, the 
rights, obligations, duties and conduct of corporations and their directors, 
officers and shareholders. These responsibilities are set forth in The Business 
Corporations Act 1970, The Corporations Act, The Corporations Information

LOTTERIES BRANCH

Supervises procedures, licences and forms for those games of chance and 
lotteries made legal under the Criminal Code of Canada. The Lotteries Branch 
works closely with municipalities in the issuance of lottery licences granted 
where the prize money is $3,500 or less. Provincial licences are required when 
the prize money exceeds $3,500 or when the lotteries are to be held at fall 
fairs or exhibitions and other places of amusement.

The laboratory system is composed of a central laboratory in Toronto, two 
mobile units and 15 regional laboratories. In support of community health, 
the laboratories perform bacteriological testing of water, milk, etc., for medical 
officers of health. 


LOCAL HEALTH SERVICES BRANCH

Consultative assistance to local health agencies is provided in the fields of 
public health dentistry, public health nursing, public health inspection and 
health education. The Northern Ontario Public Health Service provides direct 
service in the unorganised territory of the Province. Grants are provided to 
local health agencies.

Special health services provided by the Department include an epidemiology 
service dealing with chronic and communicable diseases and zoonoses; a

MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES

The mental health program involves 100 facilities which more than offer 
specialized services and work in close co-operation with health, education and 
welfare agencies. The division is responsible for the operation of 16 pro- 
vincial hospitals and ten training facilities. It provides assistance for research 
and training. It is concerned with the provision of preventative, diagnostic, 
treatment, training and rehabilitation of the mentally ill and retarded. 


ONTARIO HOSPITAL SERVICES COMMISSION

Under the Hospital Services Commission act, this Agency has 3 basic objec- 
tives. They are: to ensure the development of a balanced and integrated system 
of hospitals and related health facilities; to administer the Public Hospital 
Act, the Private Hospital Act, the Ambulance Act and the regulations there- 
under; to administer the Ontario Hospital Insurance Plan under an agreement 
between the Government of Ontario and the Government of Canada. 

The Commission does not build, own or operate hospitals. It is, however, 
responsible for approving hospital construction and renovation programmes. 
The Commission also approves Government capital grants and loans to Public 
hospitals and pays allowable hospital operating costs. One of the major func- 


tions of the commission in recent years has been the development of a 
province-wide ambulance system. 


ONTARIO HOSPITAL SERVICES INSURANCE PLAN

The plan provides comprehensive medical services insurance coverage to all 
Ontario residents on an individual and group basis, regardless of age, state 
of health or financial means. In addition to all physician services that are 
medically required, OHSIP covers the following specified services; 24 dental 
procedures (if carried out in a hospital), optometrist, chiropractors, osteopaths 
and chiropodists (podiatrists). Subscribers are given freedom of choice of the 


aaa Or a practitioner, who are entitled to bill either the Plan or their 
patients. 
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The Foundation provides as complete and accurate information as possible 
about alcohol and other dependency producing drugs. It seeks to involve the 
whole community and its service agencies by making grants to support half- 
way houses, drop-in centres and other community enterprises which are 
engaged in rehabilitation of persons dependent upon alcohol and other drugs. 

The Foundation maintains a regional network of treatment and rehabilita- 
tion clinics which provide both inpatient and outpatient care, individual and 
group therapy, family counselling, consultative and referral services. 


ONTARIO CANCER TREATMENT AND RESEARCH FOUNDATION

The purpose of the Foundation is to support research into cancer and its 
treatment, to provide special facilities for the diagnosis and treatment of 
cancer in Ontario and to assist in the training of cancer treatment personnel. 
Therapeutic-type drugs are supplied to patients suffering from cancer but not 
hospitalized for whom the continued personal payment for these drugs would 
work a financial hardship.

This Department is responsible for the provision of legal services to the 
Legislature and to the Government and its agencies, the preparation and co- 
ordination of provincial legislation, the administration of justice, the mainten- 
ance of law and order and the protection of individual’s rights and of the 
public interest in a wide variety of circumstances. 
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CROWN LAW OFFICE

It consists of two divisions, co-ordinates the criminal and civil litigation and 
provides legal services to the Government and to the Legislature. 


CIVIL LAW DIVISION 


Supervises and co-ordinates civil litigation on behalf of the Crown in right 
of Ontario, provides legal advice and opinions to Government departments 
and agencies, represents the Government of Ontario in civil and constitutional 
matters before the courts and assists in the formulation of Government bills 
and regulations. It also maintains information service to the public in matters 
of Provincial legislation. 


CRIMINAL LAW DIVISION 


Responsible for the supervision and conduct of criminal prosecutions in- 
cluding rendering advice to law enforcement agencies. This division administers 
also the Crown Attorney’s system of the Province. Offices of Crown Attorneys 
are located usually in County or District Court Houses or in the vicinity of 
those buildings. 


JUSTICE ADMINISTRATION SERVICES

Under the provisions of the British North America Act, the Province is 
responsible for the constitution, maintenance and organization of provincial 
courts, both of civil and criminal jurisdiction, including the development of 
procedures in civil matters. The development of uniform criminal law and 
procedures throughout Canada is the responsibility of the Federal Parliament. 
This law, however, is enforced and administered by provincial courts of 
criminal jurisdiction. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE COURTS 


The Departmental responsibilities in this respect include the organization, 
maintenance, operation and staffing of the Supreme Court of Ontario, the 
County, District and Small Claims Courts and of the Provincial Courts of 
Criminal and Family jurisdiction. 

Justices of the Supreme Court of Ontario and of the County and District 
Courts are appointed by the Governor General in Council of Canada and the 
Judges of the Provincial Courts of Criminal and Family Divisions, Justices 
of the Peace and Court officials of all Courts in the Province are appointed by 
the Government of Ontario. 

The Judicial aspects of the operations of our courts are co-ordinated by 
the Chief Justice of Ontario and the Chief Justice of the High Court in the 
Supreme Court of Ontario, the Chief Judge of County and District Courts in 
regard to these Courts, the Chief Judge of Provincial Courts (Criminal

This department’s divisions include the Ontario Athletic Commissioner’s office, 
the Workmen’s Compensation Board and the Ontario Human Rights Com- 
mission. 
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AID TO AMATEUR SPORTS ORGANIZATIONS

The purpose of this program is to encourage and provide assistance to amateur 
sports organizations in Ontario. The office of the Athletics Commissioner 
provides these assistances to approved organizations: 

1) new equipment to minor sports organizations; 

2) crests, medals, trophies and plaques to individuals and teams winning 

championships; 

3) other grants to amateur sports organizations. 

Printed material such as rules and regulations on sports, instructional 
pamphlets and score cards are also available, free of charge. 


CONCILIATION AND MEDIATION SERVICES

This Branch assists employers and trade unions to achieve settlements of 
differences when the parties are deadlocked. 

In the first phase, an appointed conciliation officer brings together the parties 
in dispute to help them reach a mutually satisfactory agreement. If the officer 
is unable to effect a settlement, the legislation provides a second step by 
which the Minister of Labour may establish a conciliation board on which 
both parties are represented. 

The board conducts hearings and presents a report. If its recommendations 
are not acceptable, the trade union may legally call a strike and the employer 
may legally lock out his employees. 

Conciliation services are still available until a settlement is reached. 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Collection of Wages

The purpose of this program is to assist employees in collecting wages where 
an employer has failed to pay wages, overtime pay, pay for work performed 
on a holiday or vacation pay. 

The Department of Labour will make a determination of the amount due 
and assess the employer on behalf of the employee. 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Equal Pay for Equal Work

This program ensures that women and men who perform the same duties in 
the same establishment get the same pay. 

The definition of “the same work” is determined on the basis of equal skill, 
effort and responsibility under similar working conditions. 

Employment Standards officers regularly investigate Ontario firms and check 
out employee complaints. If underpayments are discovered, the Branch may 
collect wages owing to employees concerned. 


High professional standards are assured through compulsory and voluntary 
on-the-job certification 
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EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Hours of Work 
Telephone 365-5251 


This provision requires that an employee may work no more than eight hours 
in a day and 48 hours in a week, unless he is in a supervisory or managerial 
position. This serves to protect employees from exploitation and helps to 
ensure high industrial production levels through fair working conditions. 

Girls under 18 must not work more than six hours overtime in a week. 

Branch officers investigate employee complaints and regularly check Ontario 
companies to ensure that this standard is maintained. 

When nature of the work or an emergency situation is involved, employers 
may apply for an overtime permit from the Employment Standards Branch. 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Holiday Pay 
Telephone 365-5251 


When an employee works on a statutory holiday, he must be paid one and 
a half times his regular wage rate unless substitute holidays are arranged 
with approval of the Director of Employment Standards. 

The holidays are New Year’s Day, Good Friday, Victoria Day, Dominion 
Day, Labour Day, Thanksgiving Day and Christmas Day. When New Year’s 
Day, Dominion Day or Christmas Day falls on a Sunday, the following 
Monday is termed a holiday. This standard applies to all employees except 
those who have not earned wages for 12 of the previous 30 days. 


Employment Standards officers investigate all complaints and recover wages 
found to be owing. ss 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Minimum Wages 
Telephone 365-5251 


A minimum wage of $1.65 an hour for employees in general industry, and 
$1.90 an hour for construction workers is established as the basic wage rate 
in Ontario. 
ie minimum Wage provides protection for workers who are vulnerable 
2 exploitation, having little or no bargaining power. Some 70 per cent of 
oe employees are not protected by a collective agreement. The standard 
So places a floor under wages to guard against unfair competition based 
on low wages between employers. 
ee ae do not apply to students or to apprentices undergoing training. 
Soe apped persons may be employed at a lesser rate with approval of both 
€ worker and the Director of Employment Standards. 
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EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Overtime Pay 
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Through this provision, excessive overtime work is kept to a minimum, and 
low-income workers who must work long hours to improve their earnings 
are assured a premium rate of pay. 

Any employer not paying these premium rates is subject to a fine, and 
the Employment Standards Branch may collect for the employee amounts 
found to be owing to him. 

Certain industries are exempt from this regulation, and further details 
may be obtained from the Employment Standards Branch. 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Termination of Employment 
Telephone 365-5251 


In case of layoffs or plant shut-downs, an employer may not dismiss a person 
without notice, or pay in lieu of notice. Length of notice varies with length 
of service, and if the layoff involves 50 persons or more in any period up to 
four weeks, advance notice must be given to both the employees and the 
Minister of Labour. 

These regulations do not apply to a person dismissed with cause, a temporary 
layoff, or a person hired for a definite term. 

An employee to whom notice has been given may not end his employment 
without giving one week’s notice in writing if he has worked less than two 
years, and two weeks’ notice in writing for a period of employment of two 
years or more. 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Vacations with Pay 
Telephone 365-5251 


This program guarantees every employee an annual vacation with pay of at 
least one week at the end of his first year of employment, and a paid vaca- 
tion of at least two weeks upon the completion of each subsequent year of 
employment. 

In the case of a one-week vacation, vacation pay must be at least 2 per cent 
of the employee’s total pay in the year for which the vacation is given, and 
in the case of a two-week vacation, pay must be at least 4 per cent of total 
pay for that year. 

Employment Standards officers investigate employee complaints and if they 
are found to be valid, the employer is liable to a fine and the Department may 
collect in trust for the employee any amount found to be owing to him. 


EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Wage Protection 
Telephone 365-5251 


Every employee must be given a statement when he is paid, telling him his 
net wage, his wage rate, hours worked in the pay period, deductions and 
allowances. Reasons for deductions must be given—for example, unemploy- 
ment insurance, income tax, company pension plan. 

An employee may not be dismissed or suspended because of a wage gar- 
aishee. Protection under all employment standards is also guaranteed an 
2mployee whose employer changes because his firm is sold or amalgamates, 
vr when the firm is a branch office. Under such changes, the employee’s 
services are considered to be continuous under the Act. 
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EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS — Employment Agencies 
Telephone 365-5251 


The purpose of this program is to protect the public from abuse or unethical 
practices on the part of employment agencies by licensing the operators of 
agencies and regulating their practices. 

The only agencies covered are those who perform their services by finding 
persons for employment or finding employment for persons. For this service 
the agency charges a fee either to the employer or a worker according to the 
class of employment agencies for which he is licensed. 


FAIR EMPLOYMENT PRACTICES — Age Discrimination 
Telephone 365-5251 


The Age Discrimination Act ensures that able and qualified older workers 
between the ages of 40 and 65 are given equal opportunities to seek and 
secure gainful employment on the basis of their ability to do the job. 

Under the Act, which is administered by the Ontario Human Rights Com- 
mission, an employer may not discriminate against anyone with regard to 
hiring, promotion and dismissal solely on account of age. Also, persons may 
not be refused membership in a trade union on these grounds. 

_The Ontario Human Rights Commission investigates all complaints of age 
discrimination, and attempts to reach a settlement by conciliation between the 
person and firm concerned. While certain occupations may be exempted 
because of special circumstances, the Act recognizes that age alone is a poor 
indicator of working ability. 


FAIR WAGE SCHEDULES ON GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS

This regulation ensures fair wages and working conditions for all workmen 
employed by a contractor or subcontractor doing work on roads or building 
Structures for the Department of Highways, Public Works, Water Resources, 
and the Ontario Housing Corporation. 
hae workers are guaranteed current wage rates and reasonable protection 
!n hours of work. The provision also protects a contractor from unfair wage 
competition. 
The Employment Standards Branch inspects contractors’ wage records, and 


if amounts are found to be owing, these are collected and held in trust for 
employees. 


INDUSTRIAL STANDARDS 
Telephone 365-5251 
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The Director of Employment Standards and the committees enforce the 
schedules and recover unpaid wages for employees concerned. The main 
inter-provincially competitive trades covered by the Act are the needle trades, 
construction, and barbering industries. 


INDUSTRIAL TRAINING — Apprenticeship 
Telephone 365-5861 


Apprenticeship training develops fully qualified journeymen or tradesmen in 
a three- to five-year program (depending on the complexity of the trade). 
The program combines on-the-job instruction and courses in theory and prac- 
tice at a College of Applied Arts and Technology. 

During his in-plant training, the apprentice is supervised and guided by his 
employer and an Industrial Training counsellor. He is paid at an increasing 
percentage of the journeyman’s rate for his trade as he progresses. 

For most programs, the candidate must have completed Grade 10 and be 
16 years old. Assessment testing is available, however, for those who do not 
meet the academic requirement. 

At the end of his training, the apprentice receives a Certificate of Qualifica- 
tion if he successfully passes the Department of Labour examinations for his 
trade. 


INDUSTRIAL TRAINING — Short-term Skill Training 
Telephone 365-5854 


This program, conducted jointly by the Department of Labour and the Canada 
Department of Manpower and Immigration, assists employers in developing 
skilled workers to maintain productivity through short-term projects which 
upgrade their employees. 

Duration of the projects ranges from four weeks to 12 months. Training 
takes place in the employer’s plant and instructors may be selected from his 
own staff. Advice and assistance in developing the program is available from 
the Industrial Training Branch, and costs are shared on the basis of the 
number of graduates and content of non-productive training and productive 
work experience. 

Each training curriculum is tailored to the company’s and trainee’s individual 
needs. Training is provided in many areas where a full apprenticeship is not 
required. 

The Modular Training program identifies common skills and experience 
relating to more than one trade, and allows both employer and employee to 
adapt to changing trades requirements without needless repetition of training. 
Further details are available from the Industrial Training Branch. 


LABOUR RELATIONS SERVICES 
Telephone 365-4151 


The Ontario Labour Relations Board is designed to maintain and promote 
harmonious labour-management relations throughout the Province. 

The Labour Relations Act establishes the ground rules for collective bar- 
gaining between labour and management. The Ontario Labour Relations 
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Board, a quasi-judicial tribunal composed of neutral chairmen and employer 

and employee representatives, has the following responsibilities: 

—certifying unions as bargaining agents to represent the employees of par- 
ticular employers; 

—terminating bargaining rights of trade unions that have lost the support of 
the employees; 

-—determining whether permission should be granted to prosecute for a viola- 
tion of the unfair-practice sections of The Labour Relations Act; 

—tuling on the lawfulness or unlawfulness of strikes and lockouts; 

—investigating and ruling on complaints of loss of employment because of 
unfair practices by employers or trade unions; 

—inquiring into and issuing interim orders and directions, including cease- 
and-desist directions, in jurisdictional disputes cases—that is, in cases of 

disputes between unions as to work assignments. 


LABOUR SAFETY COUNCIL — Accident Research Advisory Body 
Telephone 365-6111 


The Labour Safety Council is an advisory body which makes recommendations 
to the Minister of Labour on underlying causes of industrial accidents and 
ways to reduce or prevent them. Its aim is to prevent human suffering at the 
work place. 

Council members representing both labour and management attempt to 
evaluate existing safety programs and initiate research. The Council also 
collects and analyzes data compiled by academic institutions and safe organiza- 
ae concerning the nature of injuries, hazardous duties and other causal 
actors, 


The Council provides a Safety Information Service and a safety library, open 
to the public. 


SAFETY SERVICES — Boiler Inspection, Construction Safety, 
Elevator Inspection, Fuel Safety Program, Industrial Safety, 
Operating Engineers and Uniform Building Standards 
Telephone 365-4157 


Boiler Safety Program: The purpose of this program is to ensure the safe 
construction and use of boilers, pressure vessels and associated piping. 

_ The Department licenses boilers and pressure vessels, certifies welders and 
inspectors, inspects equipment, investigates failures or accidents arising from 
the use of the equipment and examines and registers drawings and specifica- 
tions for new equipment or proposed alterations to existing installations. 


_ Failure to comply with The Boilers and Pressure Vessels Act and Regula- 
tions may result in prosecution 


Construction Safety Program: 


evil The purpose of this program is to reduce or 
Iminate hazardous working conditions on construction sites. 
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Failure by contractors, subcontractors and employees to comply with the 
regulations under the Acts may result in prosecution. 

The Department also promotes safety through support of construction safety 
organizations and the development of safety education programs for municipal 
inspectors. 


Elevator Safety Program: The purpose of this program is to ensure the safe 
operation of elevators, dumb-waiters, construction hoists, ski lifts and similar 
devices. 

The Department licenses the operation of elevators, dumb-waiters, con- 
struction hoists and ski lifts, registers elevator contractors, inspects equipment, 
investigates equipment failures and accidents arising from their use and 
examines and approves drawings and specifications for new installations and 
proposed alterations to existing installations. 

Failure to comply with the Regulations under The Elevators and Lifts Act 
and The Construction Hoists Act may result in prosecution. 


Fuel Safety Program: The purpose of this program is to promote the safe 
handling of fuels and to ensure the proper installation of devices using these 
volatile substances. 

The Department of Labour enforces The Energy Act and The Gasoline 
Handling Act, which establish standards for the transmission and safe use of 
all fuels. 

The Department inspects natural gas, propane, fuel oil and gasoline storage 
facilities, transmission and distribution pipelines, and tests gas, propane and 
fuel oil appliances which have not received laboratory certification. 

The Department also licenses fuel contractors and distributors, certifies all 
installers of fuel oil and natural gas devices and provides guidance to con- 
tractors, municipal officials and the public with reference to Departmental 
policy, and code and regulation requirements. 


Industrial Safety Program: Through enforcement of The Industrial Safety Act, 
the Department of Labour seeks to prevent accidents, deaths and injuries to 
people at work. Industrial Safety officers regularly inspect all industrial and 
commercial establishments in Ontario, and identify hazards associated with 
the operation of machinery and work procedures. 

Employers must meet safety and health requirements by providing adequate 
fire precautions and exits, ventilation, heat and light. Department inspectors 
advise employers and safety organizations on methods of accident prevention 
under the Act. 

The Industrial Safety Branch also approves drawings of factories, office 
buildings and shops over 5,000 square feet for structural soundness and 
compliance with safety regulations. 


Operating Engineers Program: The purpose of this program is to ensure the 
safe operation of boilers, refrigeration plants and mobile cranes. 

The Department licenses operators of boiler and refrigeration plants and 
of mobile cranes and conducts examinations for their qualification. The 
Department also licenses and registers steam and refrigeration plants. 

Failure to comply with the Regulations under The Operating Engineers Act 
may result in prosecution. 


Uniform Building Standards: The Uniform Building Standards Branch is 
responsible for the development, implementation and administration of uniform 
building standards in Ontario. 
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WOMEN’S BUREAU 
Telephone 365-4157 


The aim of the Women’s Bureau is to foster broadened employment oppor- 
tunities and favourable working conditions for women. 

The Bureau investigates and initiates complaints under The Women’s Equal 
Employment Opportunity Act, which prohibits discrimination in employment, 
hiring, recruitment, and promotion on account of sex and marital status. The 
Act applies to all firms with six persons or more and to employment agencies, 
and it covers discrimination in advertising. Unpaid maternity leave of 12 
weeks, with no loss of seniority or benefits, is provided for all women em- 
ployed in firms with 25 or more persons on staff. 

The Bureau also serves as a channel of communication between the Govern- 
ment and the public, advising on standards and legislation pertaining to work- 
ing women. A wide program of public education is conducted through studies, 
reports, publications, and the communications media, and materials and 
displays on occupations and training for girls is widely distributed. 

A Career Counselling Centre for mature women wishing to re-enter the 
labour force has been established in Toronto, with the service being expanded 
in other centres as required. Through evaluation of job interests and market- 


able skills, clients are helped to work out a vocational plan. The Centre is 
not a job placement service. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 
90 Harbour Street, Toronto Telephone 362-3411 


The purpose of the Workmen’s Compensation Act is to provide, in the event 
of injury to a workman which arises out of and in the course of employment, 
compensation benefits for disability and medical and rehabilitation services to 
enable the individual to return as soon as possible to useful work. 

Under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, most employers must insure their 
employees, through the Workmen’s Compensation Board, against injuries that 
occur on the job or as a result of employment. Pensions are also paid in the 
event of a fatality to dependent widows and children. 

According to the circumstances, medical expenses, compensation for income 
lost during temporary total disability and pensions for permanent disability 
may be paid by the Board, to injured workmen. 

The Board also operates a Rehabilitation Centre in Toronto which provides 


expert occupational therapy and physical therapy, along with specialized 
nursing and medical care for the more seriously industrially injured. 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF LANDS AND FORESTS

The Department of Lands and Forests is charged with the administration of 
the renewable resources of the Province including Crown lands, forests, fish 
and wildlife and also maintains a highly successful outdoor recreation and 


environmental control program.

ACCESS ROADS TO FISH AND GAME RESOURCES

Many abandoned lumbering roads can be repaired to provide access to fish 
and game resources. District foresters can provide information as to the 
location of these roads. 


ACCESS ROADS TO PROVINCIAL PARKS

Municipalities may enter into an agreement with the Minister of Lands and 
Forests covering the amount and conditions governing the financial assistance 
required by the municipality to provide access roads into Provincial Parks. 
Any such assistance must be approved by the Ontario Parks Integration Board. 


ADVICE RE CONTROL OF NUISANCE ANIMALS

Members of the Fish and Wildlife Branch at Main Office and in the field 
provide advice and occasionally demonstrations of methods dealing with 
squirrels, raccoons, skunks and porcupines around residences and summer 
homes and control of rabbit and hare populations in certain agricultural or 
horticultural areas. 


AGREEMENT FOREST ADMINISTRATION 
Telephone 365-2731 


The purpose of this program is to assist the municipalities or conservation 
authorities in the management of forest or lands that are owned by the 
municipality or the conservation authority. 

Under this program, the municipality or conservation authority can enter 
into agreements with the Department of Lands and Forests whereby the 
Department takes over full responsibility of managing the forest area. 


AIR OPERATIONS 
Telephone 365-2781 


The purpose of this program is primarily to assist in the protection and 
management of the Province’s forest resources. 

The Lands and Forests aircraft are also used to search for people lost in 
inaccessible areas and to fly mercy flights when other means of transportation 
are not readily available.

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ASSISTANCE TO COMMERCIAL FISHERIES

Commercial fisheries are licensed by the Department of Lands and Forests. 
The Licenses are reviewed on a continuing basis in the light of changing 
biological and economical conditions. This is done in order to ensure a 
sustained yield by preventing over-exploitation of fisheries resources. 

Work with the industry on all phases of its operations is carried on by 
the Department to improve techniques used in the industry. 


ASSISTANCE TOWARDS COST OF EXTINGUISHING FIRES

The purpose of this program is to provide financial assistance to municipalities 
located in fire districts for the cost of extinguishing fires originating from or 
confined to Crown Lands. If the fire is confined to Crown Lands, the total cost 
of extinguishing the fire will be paid by Lands and Forests. If the fire started 
on Crown Lands within the municipality and then spread to other land, 50 
per cent of the total cost will be provided by Lands and Forests. 


COMMUNICATIONS

The purpose of this program is primarily province-wide communications on 
H.F. and VHF and Telex for the Department of Lands and Forests, field 
Offices, aircraft, and vehicles and mobiles on fires. 


Radio frequencies are available to aircraft flying in the northern parts of 
Ontario, upon request for emergency use only. 


CONSERVATION EDUCATION: AUDIO-VISUAL SERVICES

Films, television, radio, exhibits and other methods and media are used to 


acquaint the public with the need for conservation and proper development 
of our lands, water, wildlife and other resources.

CROWN LAND SALES AND LEASING

The planned disposal of public lands for residential, commercial or industrial 
use is handled by the Department. 

Lots are either sold directly to individuals or by public auction, in areas 
of high demand. The Department also prepares comprehensive lake develop- 
ment plans which allocates land for private cottages, commercial establish- 
ments and public use. The plan specifies the standards to be met in construc- 
tion to ensure the proper development of the land and water resources. 

The Public Agricultural Lands Committee screens all requests for the pur- 
chase of Crown Land for agricultural purposes. 


DAM CONSTRUCTION AND ENGINEERING SERVICES

The purpose of this program is to provide management of water resources 
through approval of dams under the Lakes and Rivers Improvement Act and 
administer the licenses of occupation for dams constructed for log driving 
or other purposes. The Engineering Section also builds new or reconstructs 
old dams which have reverted to the ownership of the Crown to protect the 
Reparian rights of property owners. 


DEVELOPMENT AND OPERATION OF PROVINCIAL PARKS

Under this program parks provide both day use and camping as well as a 
wide range of outdoor recreational facilities. Over 90 parks are maintained 
in all regions of the Province. 

As an integral part of the total program, museums, exhibit centres con- 
ducted trips and interpretive traits are offered in several parks. These are 
designed to illustrate the diversity in the natural environment within Ontario 
and help the park visitor enjoy his visit to the fullest extent. 

A public hunting program is operated in some of the provincial parks in 
southern Ontario. 


EXCESSIVE COSTS OF FIRE SUPPRESSION

The purpose of this program is to provide for the financial support of munici- 
palities that are faced with the excessive costs of fire suppression. If the 
municipality has an agreement with the Minister of Lands and Forests and 
incurs fire-fighting costs in excess of 3 per cent of the last published assess- 
ment, the excessive costs are paid by the Department. 
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FIRE SUPPRESSION TRAINING

The Department trains staff in fire suppression, however, they do accept a 
few candidates from outside the Department for each course and will set-up 
special courses upon request of forest industries where fire suppression training 
would be required. 


FIRE SUPPRESSION TRAINING FOR INDIANS

A concentrated 10-day fire suppression training course is offered and, after 
completion, the trained indians are organized into 10 or 15-man crews. These 
crews are located at key headquarters of the Department in various parts of 
the Province for the duration of the fire season. 


FISH AND GAME LAW ENFORCEMENT

A substantial responsibility of more than 250 conservation officers working 
in the field is the enforcement of statutes and regulations related to the 
management of fish and wildlife resources. Such regulations are derived from 
biological studies and the observations of problems as they evolve in the field. 
Conservation officers must understand and appreciate when an offense has 
been committed against the regulations and be prepared to undertake the 
judicial procedures required, including the. laying of an information and the 
processing of a summons, prosecution of the evidence in court and presenta- 
tion of evidence and the legal aspects of search, seizure of all other matters 
related to the judicial procedures as described in the Criminal Code of Canada 
and the Summary Convictions Act (Ontario). 


FISH HATCHERIES

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When completed, anglers and commercial fishermen will be able to obtain 
accurate data on the types of fish available and the potential size and quantity 
of fish in specific lakes. This type of information, based on less reliable data 
is now available from the Department, particularly to sports fishermen. 


FISHERIES MANAGEMENT

Under the program, the Department of Lands and Forests, through research 
and field operations, works to improve the fishery resources. 

On the development of its fisheries management policies and regulations, 
the Department works with associations, conservation groups, rod and gun 
clubs and others interested in the preservation and improvements of fisheries 
in Ontario. 

The Department provides information and consultative services to private 
interests on a variety of matters relating to fish management, water improve- 
ment, lake reclamation. 


FOREST ACCESS ROADS

Under an amendment to the Public Lands Act, the Department can enter into 
an agreement with a company owning a private road or seeking to build a 
forest access road. This agreement can provide for a cost of sharing arrange- 
ment for construction, reconstruction or maintenance of the road, subject to 
the road being made available to the public at specified times. Companies 
operating on timber limits serviced by departmental roads may also use them 
for lumbering purposes. Agreements for the sharing of cost of construction 
and maintenance of private access roads that are also used for departmental 
purposes can be made between companies and the Department. 


FOREST FIRE INFORMATION SERVICE

Regular reports on fire conditions are provided to radio, T.V., newspaper and 
other media as a public service. In addition, large outdoor signs at the 
entrance of wilderness areas, e.g. Algonquin Park, indicate the nature of the 
fire hazard. 

Information on fire conditions in specific areas in the Province can be 
obtained locally from the nearest district forester or from the Forest Protection 
Branch at Queen’s Park. 


FOREST MANAGEMENT PLANNING

Firms holding timber licenses are required to submit annually to the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests, a forest management plan for their wood opera- 
tions. For smaller firms, this plan may be developed on their behalf by the 
Department. The plans cover not only the operations of private firms, but also 
woods operations of the Department on Crown lands and in agreement forests. 
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The forest management plans are based on the forest inventory and are 
integrated with the inventory to form a comprehensive view of the total 
picture in terms of forest resources available and utilization of this resource. 


FOREST PEST CONTROL

The purpose of this program is to protect the forest resources through a 
comprehensive system of research on forest pests and diseases, surveys of 
existing forests to determine type and incidence of pests and diseases and 
control procedures. While the research is carried out in the Research Branch, 
the results are utilized by the Forest Protection Branch. 

The Department of Lands and Forests works in co-operation with private 
tree farmers in all phases of the forest pest control program. 

In addition, the department has trained young Indian men in the removal 
of diseased elm trees. 


FOREST RESQURCES INFORMATION

The Department of Lands and Forests conducts air photography surveys and 
field surveys in a continuing program to develop and maintain an inventory 
of the province’s forestry resources. This material is essential in the deter- 
mination of timber licenses and adequate forest management planning on 
the part of both private industry and government. 


FOREST ADVISORY AND EXTENSION SERVICE

The purpose of this program is to provide an advisory service to landowners 
on tree planting, plans and programs and forest management requirements. 


In addition, a guidance service is provided to 4-H Forestry Clubs as well as 
lectures at the agricultural schools in Ontario. 


FUR FARMS ADMINISTRATION

The purpose of this program is to provide assistance to fur farms licensed by 
the Department of Lands and Forests. 


FUR MANAGEMENT 
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GAME MANAGEMENT

Under this program the Department through research and field operations, 
works to improve the habitat of wildlife and keep an up-to-date inventory of 
game available. The Wildlife section advises on dates for the hunting seasons. 
Hunting licenses are sold through the Accounts Branch. 

In development of all its game management works closely with associations, 
conservation groups, rod and gun clubs and others interested in the preserva- 
tion of our wildlife. The section provides information and consultative services 
to the private interests on a variety of matters relating to game management. 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL AREAS

The purpose of this program is to provide well-operated public garbage dis- 
posal areas in the unorganized territories of Ontario when they are required. 


HUMANE TRAPPING 
Telephone 365-4251 


Department officers work co-operatively with the Ontario Trappers Associa- 
tion to develop more humane methods of capturing fur-bearing animals and 
to provide instruction in the use of such techniques for the several thousand 
trappers licensed in Ontario. 


HUNTER SAFETY TRAINING

The Department works with the game and fish clubs and other organizations 
to train hunters. Instructors are given training materials, audio-visual aids and 
instructors workshops are held frequently to keep the instructors up-to-date 
on new teaching methods and regulations. 

All new applicants for a hunting license are now required to pass a standard 
set of examinations based on the hunter safety training program. Conservation 
officers act as examiners. 


HUNTING LICENSE EXAMINATIONS

Every person who obtains a hunting license for the first time must take an 
examination conducted by officers of the Fish and Wildlife Branch and obtain 
a certificate before such a license may be issued. 


INDIAN COMMERCIAL GOOSE HUNTING CAMPS

The purpose of this program is to assist Indians in the Hudson Bay-James Bay 
region of Ontario to establish and operate commercial goose hunting camps. 

The Indians run the camps and the Department officials provide assistance 
and advise in the construction and operation of the camps. 
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Two camps are now operating during the season. One is at Fort Severn 
and the other is located at Pakiskau near Fort Albany. 


INDIAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT

This program is designed to improve the livelihood of persons resident in 
remote underdeveloped areas of Ontario, most of whom are Indians, and to 
develop and manage the renewable resources on which these residents depend 
for all or a substantial part of their livelihood. 

An agreement was signed with the Federal government and applies to all 
matters relating to resource development, management, and harvesting and 
might include commercial fishing, forestry, wildrice, park development and 
trapped development. 

Meetings are held annually with the Indian Band representatives and the 
specific projects agreed upon are carried out by the District Staff of the De- 
partment and the Indians. 


INFORMATION ON HUNTING

The Wildlife Section of the Fish and Wildlife Branch maintains complete 
statistics on availability of game and hunter success for all regions of the 
Province. Hunters may obtain this information together with all information 
on regulations governing licenses, season dates, public hunting areas or any 
other pertinent information by contacting this section or the local district 
forester. 

General information on regulations and seasons may also be obtained from 
the Department of Tourism and Information. Specific information on particu- 


lar types of game or areas in the Province can be obtained from the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests.

Members of the fish and wildlife staff give seminars on particular aspects of 
fish and wildlife management and provide this service particularly at the 
University of Toronto in connection with the Resource Management diploma 
course. 


JUNIOR FOREST RANGERS

The program allows a number of students to participate in one or more of 
the services for which the Department is responsible to obtain a first hand 
working knowledge of the Department’s objectives, and to see the many prob- 
lems confronting the Department in its province-wide management organiza- 
tion. 

Junior Ranger camps are not commercial recreation camps. They are work 
camps with a planned educational program and adequate time out for relaxa- 
tion. The work requires physical exertion and applicants must be in good 
physical condition. 


LAND ACQUISITION FOR RECREATION AND OTHER USES

The purpose of this program is to acquire land for water access points, district 
improvements, general recreation, parks, timber management, wilderness areas, 
nature reserves and wildlife management uses. Under the program, privately 
owned land is purchased by the government and developed for recreation or 
other uses. Many of the acquisitions are financed under ARDA in which 
both the Province and the Federal government share the cost of buying and 
developing the land and water resources. 


LOGGER SAFETY

The Department inspects logging operations carried on in the Province to 
ensure that safety regulations are met and inspects accidents. 

The safety program includes an intensive safety education element. Seminars 
for foremen and supervisors in the logging industry are now being considered 
by the Department as are additional means of improving the safety of workers 
in logging operations. 


MARKETING AND FOREST ECONOMICS SERVICES

The purpose of this program is to provide a service to the wood-using industry 
of Ontario by collecting and publishing a variety of statistical data relevant 
to the forest industry. In addition, studies on a variety of topics — particularly 
future prospects in the pulp and paper industry — are undertaking to keep 
the Ontario government informed of possible future developments in markets 
and production capacity. 
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PATENTS OFFICE—INFORMATION ON CROWN LAND

This division maintains records pertaining to Crown lands. These records are 
available to the public and include data on Crown land sales, forfeitures, 
leases, licenses and other information, the acquisition or disposition of Crown 
land in Ontario. The patents office is also responsible for advising the public 
on the availability of Crown land records. 


PHEASANT GAME FARMS

This program is operated as part of the overall Game Management Program 
of the Department. The Department operates two bird game farms to ensure 
a continuing supply of game birds for hunters. 

The birds are supplied to municipalities or for release on private lands 
open to public upland game hunting: Sportsmen’s clubs also obtain the stock 
for immediate or future release. The Department also supplies stock for release 
on public hunting units which it operates. 


PREDATOR CONTROL

Three main species of predators, namely the wolf, coyote and black bear 
cause damage to farm livestock and in particular areas, a control program 
is required. Since the damage can usually be attributed to one or two par- 
ticular animals in each location, predator programs are largely directed to 
eliminating the troublesome individuals. Coyotes prey upon sheep in open 
agricultural areas. Wolves take a few sheep on those areas adjacent to the 
wolf range which is usually more heavily forested land. Bears are known to 
prey upon cattle and notably on bee farms or apiaries. 


Predator control is under the direction of a specialist in the Main Office 
and there are 50 conservation Officers in the field. 


PRIVATE LAND GAME MANAGEMENT

Extension services are provided for landowners so that they may improve the 
management and production of fish and game resources on their own land. 


PRODUCTION AND SALE OF MAPS

This is a pilot project that has been quite successful. Ponds in the designated 
fishing areas are stocked periodically with adult fish during the season and 
the public may fish the ponds free of charge.

The public hunting ground program is relatively new and more facilities will 
be provided in the future. At present, there are pheasant hunting areas, water 
fowl hunting areas and multiple purpose hunting areas. 

In addition to the development of public hunting areas, the Minister of 
Lands and Forests is empowered by legislature to enter into agreements with 
private landowners respecting the management, perpetuation and rehabilitation 
of wildlife resources. 


SAFETY IN PROVINCIAL PARKS

A regular program of inspections is operated during the season in all pro- 
vincial parks. These officers report to the parks superintendent or District 
Forester all findings relating to the removal of hazard objects or improve- 
ment of unsafe conditions. Any person using the park facilities and noticing 
unsafe or hazardous objects should report them to the park superintendent. 
The accident control officer is not responsible for water safety in the park. 


SALE OF TIMBER

By managing Ontario’s forests the Department grows timber which it sells to 
private wood-using industries or those that sell to such industries. Under this 
program the department issues timber licenses, prepared the final return for 
the collection of stampage charges and the compilation of cut statistics. 


SCALING EXAMINATIONS

All persons engaged in measurement of Crown wood (scaling) are required 
to pass eXaminations set by the Department. 

Upon passing they are licensed by the Department. 

Every effort is made to up-date sealing methods and hence improve the 
efficiency of the operation to keep pace with the newer methods of cutting 
and moving wood from stump to mill. 


SEARCHING OF SURVEY FIELD NOTES AND PLANS

The purpose of this program is to provide detailed information on past 
surveys of Crown land at the request of the public. The information available 
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from the original plans and survey field notes has a variety of uses and during 
the centennial year, for example, many requests for historical information 
were made to the branch. . 

The Crown survey records are available for reference purposes to Ontario 
Land Surveyors and the general public. 


STREAM BANK EASEMENT PROGRAM-ACQUISITION

The purpose of this program is to obtain access for anglers along the banks 
of fishing streams in Southern Ontario by selecting sites and negotiation agree- 
ment with the land owners. 


TREE PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION

The Department operates a comprehensive nursery and tree production system 
involving seed collection and storage, tree improvement, management of 
nursery soils, and stock production in nurseries. 

This program was set up to produce nursery stock for the use of the 


department on Crown land and for sale to the public for planting on private 
land.

Bounties are paid for the killing of a timber or bush wolf. The Department 


provides financial assistance of 40 per cent of the bounty offered by the 
county.

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DEPARTMENT OF MINES AND NORTHERN AFFAIRS

The Department of Mines and Northern Affairs administers the use and 
disposition of mining lands. 


It dispenses geological information, provides courses in mineral exploration, 
mine rescue training and safety. 


The Department also resolves disputes over mining claims, operates assaying 
offices at Toronto and Cobalt.

INFORMATION ON MINING LANDS

The Mining Lands Branch of the Department administers several acts which 
control the use and disposition of mining lands in the province. The Branch 
issues miners’ licenses, records mining claims, ensures that all requirements 
relating to the development of the claim prior to the application for title are 
met and keeps detailed information in the form of land rolls, claim maps, 
geological and geophysical reports filed for assessment work credit, toil rolls 
for acreage tax, and rent rolls for mining lands held under license of occupa- 
tion. 

While the Branch is primarily concerned with the control and regulation of 
mining lands and the processing of all documents pertaining to their explora- 
tion, transfer and use, it has a considerable amount of general and specific 
information on mining lands which is available to the public. 

The Branch also holds hearings and settles disputes between claim holders. 


LABORATORY SERVICES TO MINING INDUSTRY

To provide the mining industry and the public with laboratory services to aid 
in the discovery of new mineral deposits and the development of mines and 
related industries. A fully staffed laboratory is maintained to give expert 
technical services on both a free and cash fee basis. No charge is made for 
the visual examination of minerals and rocks or for a consultation. 


MINERAL EXPLORATION CLASSES

To provide both basic and advanced courses in mineral exploration. The 
courses are held in Toronto, and in various other locations, sometimes in 
co-operation with associations such as the Prospectors and Developers Associa- 
tion. 

Assistance is provided to groups or associations interested in the development 
of trained people engaged in the mining industry. 

Special lectures are given to Junior Forest Rangers. 


MINE RESCUE TRAINING

To train’ mine rescue crews and supervisors in the use and maintenance of 
mine rescue equipment and procedures. Mine rescue stations and sub-stations 
are located at or near Ontario mines. The full cost of the equipment and 
maintenance of the stations is provided by the industry. 

Superintendents of the mine rescue stations are responsible for the training 
of mine rescue teams which can begin operations immediately in case of 
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an emergency. The main stations are equipped to provide additional men and 
equipment, as needed, in the rescue operation. 


MINES SAFETY

To protect workers by ensuring the highest possible level of safety and 
working conditions in Ontario mines. Working conditions and safety of opera- 
tions in mines, metallurgical plants, quarries and clay, sand and gravel pits 
are checked regularly by the inspection staff of the Department of Mines. 

Investigations are carried out on all accidents resulting in a fatality or 
involving hoist equipment, explosives, mine fires or other occurrences on 
which reports from the operator of the mine are required. 

The Branch also operates a rope laboratory to test hoisting ropes used in 
mines. This service is also available to mines operating outside Ontario and 
to wire rope manufacturers. 


OFFICE OF THE MINING COMMISSIONER

The Mining Commissioner acts in a judicial capacity in the adjucation of 
disputes relating to mining claims and other matters over which he has juris- 
diction. The Office of the Mining Commissioner was established to expedite 
the settlement of disputes. 


The major areas of concern are: 
1) Adjudication of disputes concerning unpatented mining claims. 
2) Adjudication of appeals from the decisions of mining recorders. 
3) Awards and compensation for damage occasioned to surface rights. 
4) Vesting orders in default of payment of acreage tax. 
5) Vesting orders in Tespect of unpatented mining claims after death of 
part owner. 
6) Discretionary orders for extensions of time and work, tagging, obtaining 
leases, special renewal of miners’ licenses and relief from forfeiture. 
7) Vesting orders in non-renewal of miner’s licenses or non-performance of 
working conditions. 
8) Recommendations to Minister for revocation of miner’s license. 
9) Disposition of surface rights under the Public Lands Act on reference 
to the minister. 
10) Granting of easements over lands necessary for the proper working of 
- mines, compensation being awarded for damage occasioned thereby.

The Geological Branch of the Department of Mines produces a wide variety 
of technical information designed to assist all those engaged in the discovery, 
development and utilization of the mineral resources of the province.

INTRODUCTION 


The prime function of the Department of Municipal Affairs is to administer 
the system of municipal institutions in Ontario. A number of new programs, 
in tune with the growth of Ontario’s cities and the needs, have been introduced 
in the last three years. These include regional government, re-assessment, tax 
relief for farmers and needy pensioners, residential property tax relief and 
universal subdivision control. 
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REGIONAL GOVERNMENT

In 1968 the Government embarked on a program to strengthen local govern- 
ment in Ontario through a reform of its structure and organization. An integral 
part of this program is the establishment of regional municipalities. As a result 
of intensive provincial and local participation in studies, discussions and design 
proposals, regional municipalities now cover wide areas in Ottawa-Carleton 
(1969) and Niagara (1970). More recently in January 1971 The Regional 
Municipality of York and District Municipality of Muskoka began operation. 
A major amalgamation in Thunder Bay is part of the overall reform program. 
Several studies are underway in selected areas of the Province — particularly 
those facing the problems of rapid urbanization. 

The Department provides financial management assistance to newly formed 
regional governments. 


ASSESSMENT 
Telephone 365-2182 


Effective January 1, 1970, the Department assumed the responsibility for the 
administration of assessment from the municipalities, because of the generally 
unsatisfactory condition of assessment across the Province. Assessment is used 
for the purposes of municipal taxation and for calculating provincial grants 
to municipalities. To provide greater equity and fairness both for municipalities 
and taxpayers, The Department has created a program of reassessing all 
properties at market value by 1974. 


EXTENSION OF PROPERTY TAX BASE

The property tax base was broadened in 1970 and 1971 by making three 
previously exempt classes of property subject to taxation. Mines processing 
plants are now subject to both assessment and taxation. Universities and com- 
munity colleges will pay up to $25.00 or $35.00 per permanent student to 
the municipality in which the main campus of the University or College is 
located, (see The Municipal Act. s. 294b as amended). 


RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY TAX REDUCTION

Introduced in 1968, the purpose of this program is to reduce the amount of 
municipal taxes levied on residential property. Any separately assessed resi- 
dential property is eligible for a reduction in municipal taxes in an amount 
of $30.00 plus ten percent of the average residential taxes in a municipality 
for the previous year — such reduction not to exceed fifty percent of the 
municipal and school taxes on the property. 
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The actual provincial assistance is given to the municipalities in an amount 
equal to the total of the reductions given by the municipalities to residential 
occupants. Where there has been a reduction of municipal taxes, the landlord 
must pay to the tenant the appropriate amount or on summary conviction be 
liable to a fine of up to $200. 


ONTARIO MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENT CORPORATION

The Department is prepared to assist municipalities of less than 20,000 popu- 
lation in making applications to the Ontario Municipal Improvement Corpora- 
tion for the purchase of debentures for any municipal purpose and in pre- 
paring documentation relating to the issuing of debentures to be sold to the 
Corporation. 


FARM TAX REDUCTION PROGRAM

The Department administers a tax relief program provided for owners of land 
assessed for farming. They will receive a direct annual grant equal to twenty- 
five per cent of their net 1970 property taxes. Owners of property of less 
than eleven acres must have a gross farm income of $2,000 to be eligible. 


MUNICIPAL AND SCHOOL TAX CREDITS

This Program assists elderly homeowners in paying their real estate taxes. This 
assistance is given to the owner or his wife, who uses the real property as 
his personal residence, and is sixty-five years of age or more. 

Assistance is made by the municipality through the granting of a tax credit 
of one half of the Tealty taxes imposed with respect to residential or farm 
property to a maximum of $150 per year after making the deductions autho- 
rized under the Residential Property Tax Act, 1968. 


The amount of the tax credit is normally repayable to the province when 
Ownership of the property is transferred. 


REGIONAL MUNICIPAL GRANTS

The purpose of this program is to assist 
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Ontario and not used for legislative and executive purposes, but including 
educational, health facilities, correctional institutions, etc. 


MUNICIPAL UNCONDITIONAL GRANTS

The purpose of this program is to assist municipalities to provide municipal 
services. Financial assistance on a per capita basis is made to municipalities. 


MUNICIPAL GRANTS FOR INDIGENT HOSPITALIZATION

The purpose of this program is to assist municipalities in providing hospital 
treatment and insurance for indigents and dependents. Annual grants are 
available to a municipality and are calculated at eighty per cent of a munici- 
palities expenditure on behalf of indigent persons, including premiums payable 
to the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. 

To encourage municipalities to recover the costs involved from persons 
legally responsible, they are authorized to retain fifty per cent of any amount 
so recovered. 


ASSISTANCE FOR DRAINAGE WORKS

The purpose of this program is to assist municipalities in improving the drain- 
age of agricultural lands. Grants are paid to municipalities in respect of 
assessments against agricultural land on the basis of thirty three and one third 
(3344) per cent of the drainage works in a county, sixty six and two thirds 
(66%) in a district or provisional country and up to eighty (80) per cent in 
territories without municipal organization. 


GRANTS FOR NEW PROVINCIAL PARKLANDS 


A new program was introduced in 1971 to pay the municipalities $5.00 per 
acre in lieu of local taxes on the first one hundred (100) acres of parkland 
and then $2.00 per acre over one hundred acres to a maximum of ten 
thousand (10,000) acres; or $100 whichever is greater. 


GRANTS TO MINING MUNICIPALITIES

This program provides financial assistance to municipalities in lieu of municipal 
taxation of the property of a mine or mineral work and to municipalities 
affected by a mining operation. 

Payments will also be graduated according to the degree of dependency of 
each municipality upon the mining industry. 


SUPPLEMENTARY TAX ASSISTANCE FOR THE ELDERLY

Needy persons (those receiving the Federal Government’s guarantied income 
supplement) will receive grants of from $50 to $100 whether they live in their 
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own home, a single rented room or an apartment. If a husband and wife both 
receive the federal supplement they will automatically receive a $100 grant. 
If only one is eligible for the federal supplement and lives in his or her own 
home or apartment, he or she may claim an additional payment of up to $50. 
A single person in the same circumstances may also receive additional aid if 
his property tax liability exceeds $50. 


MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTING AND FINANCIAL ADVISORY SERVICES 


The Municipal Accounting Branch promotes effective financial management 
in municipalities. Advice and assistance is rendered to municipal officials 
in the related areas of budgeting, accounting, financial reporting, and financial 
problems through a system of regional offices and advisors. 


MUNICIPAL ADMINISTRATION 
SUPERVISORY AND ADVISORY SERVICES

The Municipal Organization and Adminstration Branch provides advice and 
assistance to municipalities on general administrative procedures, including: 
preparation of annual budgets; tax levying procedures: debenture purchasing 
and repayment; composition and conduct of councils, boards; election pro- 
cedures; preparation of resolutions and by-laws; provincial grants available. 

Advice on specific problems or on general municipal operation is given, on 
request, to ratepayers, community groups and the general public.

CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETIES—FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE

The approved corporation operating the centre must receive at least 20% 
of the costs from the municipality in which the building is situate, and prior 
approval of all plans and the proposed program by the Minister of Social and 
Family Services. 

Special grants up to $15,000,000 in any twelve month period may be made 
by the province to assist in the costs of developing and improving programs 
for the elderly in the community.

General assistance covers expenditures for food, clothing, utilities, house- 
hold supplies, shelter and fuel, nursing home care or assistance for a foster 
child. 


SUPPLEMENTARY AID

Through this program the province finances 80% of the costs incurred by a 
municipality, district board or Indian band in providing supplementary aid to 
assist the recipient of a government benefit (i.e. The Old Age Security Act, 
or a beneficiary under The Family Benefits Act) to meet the costs of extra- 
ordinary needs, such as glasses, dentures, drugs and transportation. 

The Municipal Welfare Administrator determines the eligibility of an 
applicant. 


HOMEMAKERS AND NURSES SERVICES 
Apply at your local municipal welfare office 


This program provides financial assistance for persons who need a visiting 
nurse or homemaker but cannot afford the cost of such a service. The province 
reimburses up to 80% of the cost incurred by municipalities in providing 
homemaker or nurses services to persons unable to pay for such services. 

Nursing services are recognized as those of a visiting registered nurse, given 
to an elderly, ill or convalescent person to enable him to remain in his own 
home or to enable him to return home from a hospital or other institution. 

Homemaker services may entail the care of children and other household 
duties during the illness of a mother or to enable the elderly, handicapped 
or convalescent to remain in his home. 


HOMES FOR THE AGED

This program provides financial assistance and program supervision of homes 
for the aged. The province provides 50% of the funds for construction and 
70% of the funds for municipalities operating these institutions. All counties, 
cities and separated towns in organized areas are required to have a home for 
the aged or to have an agreement with a municipality that has such a home. 
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Any person who is over the age of 60 years and is incapable of supporting 
himself or is unable to care properly for himself is eligible for a home for 
the aged. Homes for the Aged are residences with care facilities for active 
seniors, those confined to beds and those who are confused. 

Fees are charged according to the per day cost of operating the home, 
taking into account the resident's ability to pay. 


FOSTER (PRIVATE) HOME CARE FOR SENIOR CITIZENS

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MOTOR VEHICLE INSPECTION 


The purpose of this program is to ensure that motor vehicles using the high- 
ways of the Province are mechanically fit. 

The Department of Transportation and Communications, in co-operation 
with the Ontario Provincial Police and local police authorities, conducts spot- 
check inspections of vehicles throughout the Province. Two permanent inspec- 
tion lanes are also operated in Downsview, Ontario. 

Every vehicle driver, if requested by authorized personnel, must submit his 
vehicle to an inspection. If the vehicle is found to be unsafe, its license plates 
are removed and not returned to the owner until the vehicle is certified 
mechanically fit. 

An inspection will be performed free of charge on any vehicle submitted 
voluntarily by the owner. 


SCHOOL TRAFFIC SAFETY EDUCATION 


The purpose of this program is to reduce the number of traffic accidents 
occurring in Ontario by acquainting children with the hazards of the highway 
and promoting an awareness of the necessity for observing traffic rules. 

The Department of Transportation and Communications encourages and 
assists in the development of safety programs in the schools. 

An assortment of posters and audio-visual aids that graphically illustrate 
important traffic rules are available. 

At the public school level, the “Elmer the Safety Elephant” program, cru- 
sader bicycle clubs and safety patrols have been successful in lowering the 
number of traffic accidents involving children. In the high schools, the 
Department fosters the development of driver instruction courses. 

Safety seminars for school bus operators are also conducted throughout the

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COURTS 


The system of the courts of law established and administered by the Pro- 
vince of Ontario consists of the following: 


The Supreme Court of Ontario 


48 County and District Courts 
190 Small Claims Courts 
48 Surrogate Courts 


48 Provincial Courts (Criminal Division) sitting at 174 localities throughout 
Ontario. 

48 Provincial Courts (Family Division) with a number of satellite courts 
located in Metropolitan Toronto and in larger unorganized districts of the 
Province. 


SUPREME COURT OF CANADA 


By reason of Canada being a federal state, the ultimate appellate jurisdic- 
tion from the decisions of the courts administered by the Province rests with 
the Supreme Court of Canada. This Court also is the final authority in Canada 
in matters of constitutional law. 


SUPREME COURT OF ONTARIO 


This is the highest Court of the Province which operates through two 
divisions, the High Court of Justice and the Court of Appeal. 


The High Court of Justice — Civil Jurisdiction. 


Applies to monetary claims in excess of $7,500 and to partnership actions 
and actions by legatees where the estate exceeds the amount of $50,000. This 
Court also deals with action for criminal conversion, libel and divorce. Since 
July 1st, 1971, however, the county and district court judges may try divorce 
actions. 


The High Court of Justice — Criminal Jurisdiction. 


Relates to all indictable offences with its exclusive right to try the offences 
of treason, alarming or harming Her Majesty, intimidating parliament or 
legislatures, inciting to mutiny, sedition, piracy, piratical acts, bribery of officers, 
rape, causing death by criminal negligence, murder, attempted murder and 
manslaughter. These offences are always tried by Justices of the High Court 
with a jury. This Court also hears motions of special writs. 


THE COURT OF APPEAL 


Has civil jurisdiction to hear all appeals arising from judgments of County, 
District and Supreme Court Judges and criminal jurisdiction to hear all appeals 
from conviction for indictable offences and appeals.

COUNTY AND DISTRICT COURTS 


The civil monetary jurisdiction of these courts is limited to claims under 
$7,500 unless the title of land is in question. It also has jurisdiction in partner- 
ship actions and actions of legatees where the estate does not. exceed in value 
$50,000. This court adjudicates adoption and change of individual’s name ap- 
plications in Ontario. Effective July 1st, 1971, county and district court judges 
may also try divorce cases. 


The criminal jurisdiction of these courts applies to all indictable offences with 
the exception of those left to the exclusive jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
of Ontario. These Courts act also as an appellate body with regard to summary 
conviction offences by way of a trial. 


SMALL CLAIMS COURTS 


These courts with limited civil jurisdiction hear and determine in a summary 
way claims of $400 or less. In matters involving over $200, an appeal lies to 
a Justice of the Court of Appeal. In unorganized districts as distinct from the 
counties, the limit of monetary jurisdiction is $800 rather than $400. 


SURROGATE COURTS 


County and district court judges are invariably appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council as judges of the surrogate courts. Their jurisdiction in 
this capacity includes granting and revoking of letters of probate of wills and 
of letters of administration in respect of the estates of deceased persons. 


PROVINCIAL COURTS 


Provincial Courts established under The Provincial Courts Act, 1968, have 
a very wide jurisdiction in criminal matters, in dealing with young offenders 
and with respect to innumerable family problems. The Provincial Courts are 
divided into two divisions, Criminal Division and Family Division, the opera-

Childrens Maintenance Act, The Training Schools Act, just naming a few. In 
addition to this specific jurisdiction, the Judges of Provincial Courts (Family 
Division) try also a number of criminal offences under the Criminal Code 
arising from family life or committed against juveniles such as assault among 
members of a family and contributing to juvenile delinquency.

A SURVEY 


PART 1. 


Since the beginning of the war in 1914, the interests and claims of Labour 
have been given a new prominence in the public mind and the progress of 
legislation shows that the result is an increasing attention to the needs of the 
working man and woman. A survey of the labour legislation of the Ontario 
Government during the past five years shows recognition of the claims of the 
workers for safety while at work; healthful conditions of work; compensation 
for injury; protection of wages; and educational and industrial opportunity. 
The Statutes of Ontario at the present date 1919 include the following:

Chap. 220. Under this Act a company which . 
complies with certain regulations may petition 
the council of the city or town in which it is 
operating to guarantee its securities, providing 
the main business of the company is the build- 
ing of dwelling houses of moderate size, to be 
sold at moderate prices, or to be rented at 
moderate rents. 

Regulations governing the operation of 
assisted companies are included in this Act. 


Chap. 228. Provides for the safeguarding of 
workmen by specifying the varieties of 


scaffolding, hoists, steel work, etc., which may 


be employed in the erection or demolition of 
any building. Inspectors must be appointed 
by the municipality. 


Chap. 229. The Ontario Factory, Shop and 
Office Building Act deals with the working 
conditions, not only in factories and office 
buildings, but also in bakeshops and laundries. 
The Act requires that every employer shall 
keep a register of the children, youths, young 
girls and women employed in the factory and 
of their employment. 

Before erecting any building or altering any 
existing building which is to be used as a 
factory, the Chief Inspector must approve of 
the plans of the building or of the alterations. 

The interests of the workers are safe- 
guarded by the Factory Inspectors, whose 
powers are wide enough to permit them to take 
a constable into any factory, shop, or office 
building in which serious obstruction in the 
execution of the Act is apprehended. 

“No child (i.e. a person under age of 14 
years) shall be employed in any factory, ex- 
cept in the business ef canning or desiccating 
fruits or vegetables.” : 

“No person under 12 years of age shall be 
employed in any shop.” 

“No child, youth, young girl or woman shall 
be employed for more than ten hours in one 
day nor shall such person be employed for 
more than sixty hours in any one week.” 

“The employer shall allow any child, youth, 
young girls or woman not less than one hour 
at noon of each day for meals.” 

“No person shall take or be allowed to take 
food into any room where varnish, dye, white 
lead, arsenic or other poisonous substance is 
exposed or where deleterious fumes, dust or

Special regulations are included in the Factory 
Act governing the operation of clothing fac- 
tories. The Act also provides detailed rules 
in connection with the guarding of machines, 
the inspection of boilers, the safeguarding of 
elevators and hoists and the installation of 
equipment to reduce fire hazard. 
Bakeshops are subject to special inspection 
and no person employed therein may work 
for more than 12 hours in 24, nor more than 
60 hours in a week, nor on Sunday. fh 
Barber shops may not be open on Sunday.

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THE TRADES AND LABOUR BRANCH. 


The organization of the Trades and Labour Branch in 1916 was a distinct 
recognition on the part of the Government of the interests and rights of 
Labour. The proposal that this Branch should become a Department of Labour 
is a further acknowledgment of the concern of the Government that Labour 
should receive the attention that its importance warrants. 

The creation of a Trades and Labour Branch resulted in the appointment 
of a superintendent and staff all of whose time is’ spent in getting in touch 
with local labour conditions, in ascertaining the desires of organized Labour, in 
studying how working conditions are being improved in other countries and 
in carrying out plans and drafting legislation in the interests of Labour- in 
Ontario. 

The administration of this Branch includes: 


The Factory, Shop and Office Building Act. 
The Steam Boiler Act. 

The Stationary and Hoisting Engineers Act. 
The Bureau of Labour Act. 

The Building Trades Protection Act. 

The Employment Agencies Act. 


With the idea of meeting the needs of the workers, these Acts are in 
constant review, and as the preceding survey shows, amendments have been 
enacted from time to time. It is the duty of the Branch to “ consider and report 
upon any petition for, or suggestion of, a change in the law of Ontario relating 
to labour and wages or any matter affecting the industrial classes, presented or 
made by any Trades and Labour Council or other organization representing 


those classes or by any other person,” and consultation with the Superintendent, 
15 Queen’s Park, Toronto, is invited. 
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
